A SMALL VOTE. 

Macon, Ga., Oct. 4.—Telegrams from all 
parts of the State indicate a quiet election 
and asmall vote.

HARrronp, Conn., Oct. 4--The Demo- 
cratic State Convention organized today by 
the appointment of James G. Gallagher tem- 
porary Chairman, who, in his add de- 
nounced the Commissioner of. Internal v- 
enue for using his position to secure for him- 
self a place in the Senate in place of David 
Davis, of whom he said: “You put your 
finger upon him, and he is nqt there.“ The 
usual committees were then appointed, and 
the con vention took a recess. 

After recess the temporary Chairman was 
made permanent Chairman. 

In the platform reported by the Committee 
on Resolutions the prohibition question is 
treated as follows: 

We fully recognize the evils arising from the 
abuse of intoxicating liquors. We believe those 
eVila may be most effectuaily checked by the 
force of enlightened public opinion, They may 
be partially restrained by wise legislation, but 
such legisiation should not be so oppressive or 
s) impracticable in its provisions as to trench 
on the personal rights and liberties of the citi- 
zens, and ought not to be made a partisan ques- 
tron. Legislation so equally affecting every one 
in reference to a subject where all bonest men 
seek a common object can most safely be left to 
iddividual conscience free from the blunders of 
party prejudice. We believe the incorporation 
of a police regulation relative to the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors into the State Constitution to 
be opposed to the plainest principles of sound 
government. 

President Arthur’s veto of the River and 
Harbor bill is approved, as follows: 


Willing to recognize in a political opponent 
ahy act worthy of commendation, we cordially 
approve the veto by President Arthur ot the 
River and Harbor bill. Following in the foot 
steps of Democratic Presidents who have here- 
tdfore prevented such unconstitutiona: legisia- 
tion by the exercise of the veto power, de bas 
aroused the wrath of his own party, who offerea 
bim the unprecedentea insult of permitting the 
passage of tne vetoed bill by a two-thirds vote 
while in full control of both Houses of Congress. 
We ask all citizens of this State opposed to such 
extra, unjust, and unconstitutional legislation 
to unite with us in defeating the Republican 
party, which bas so openly committed itseif in 
support of the Riverand Harbor bill, as well as 
by the obstinate refusal of its late convention 
td approve the veto ofjthe President, as by its 
renomination of Congressmen who supported 
the bill and opposed the veto.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 4—The Hon. E. 
W. Keyes, of Madison, is in the city in con- 
sultation with some of his political friends 
here. In answer to questions by THE TRIB- 
UNE representative in regard to the probable 
outcome of the controversy between him- 
self and Mr. Hazelton over the question of 
the nomination to Congress. from the Third 
District, he said: “The facts in this case 
have been suppressed by papers in the inter- 
est of my opponent. By all the customs 
fixed by precedent, the eonven- 
tion had a fair majority in my favor. 
I am the regularly-nominated candidate 
of my party for Congress. At the same 
time I know that, if Mr. Hazelton and myself 
both remain in the field, the district will be 
carried by the Democrats. Under these cir- 
cumstances, and for the sake of party har- 
mony and party success, I am willing to with- 
draw if Mr. Hazelton will do the same and 
allow another man who will poll the vote of 
the Republican party to run. 

I DO NOT BELIEVE THE STORY 
that comes from Madison tonight to the 
effect that Mr. Hazelton has changed his 
mind and is now prepared to withdraw. Any 
such statement, coming from him, is prob- 
ably intended to stave off action for the pres- 
ent.“ 

In view of the fact that the general expec- 
tation appears to be that if Keyes and Hazel- 
ton can b evailed upon to withdraw Gen. 
Lucius Fairchild will be selected as a candi- 
date, it is of interest to note a statement made 
by Gov. Rusk in this city today. 
He states that just before the Third

MEETING OF THE LEADING DEMOCRATS.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 4—The Demo- 
cratic leaders of the State, at the invitation 
of Chairman Anderson, of the State Central | 
Committee, held a meeting at the Plankinton 
House this afternoon and evening. Nearly 
all the members of the committee were pres- 
ent, as were also the Chairman of Con- 
gressional District Committee, and the fol- 
lowing-named gentlemen, who were called 
to assist in the deliberations and work of the 
committee: The Hon. Gabe Bouck, the Hon. 
Andrew Hoban, Democratic candidate for 
Congress from the Sixth District; the Hon. 
Joseph Ran'‘:in, candidate for the Fifth 
District; the Hon. Burr Jones, candidate 
for the Third District; Congressman 
Deuster, of the Fourth District, who will be 
renominated tomorrow, and several other 
leading men of the party from various parts 
of the State. The meeting was one of the 
largest and most enthusiastic ever held by 
the committee. Reports were received from 
all the Congressional districtg, claiming that 
an unusual amount of excellent but very 
quiet work is doing. 

THE FIRST DISTRICT 

of course was conceded to the Republicans 
by the usual majority. The Second District 
was reported as likely to give the usual 
Democratic majority. In the Third it was 
reported that the Keyes-Hazelton fight, no 
matter how it should be settled, would re- 


sult in increasing the Democratic vote. In 


answer to the suggestion that it would have 
been better not to have had a nomination in 
the Third, and to allow the Democrats to 
throw their strength for Keyes, Chairman 
Anderson replied that the true policy for the 
Democrats was to maintain their party or- 
ganization and make and support their own 
nominations, and, besides this, he said, the 
Republicans were wise enough to settle their 
trouble and agree on one candidate. From 
this (the Fourteenth) district it was reported 
that the Democrats were sure to succeed 
and elect Mr. Deuster. The Fifth District is 
strongly Democratic, and will elect Mr. 
Rankin by the usual party majority. Mr. 
Hoben, the Sixth District candida ex- 
ressed perfect confidence in his ability to

Republican candidate, and Mr. Kanouse, 
Prohibitionist. With this opinion Gen. 
Parkinson, of Columbus, ex-Chairman of the 
State Central Committee, and some other 
gentlemen trom the district, were not pre- 
pared to agree fully, though expressing the 
belief that Mr. Hoden had a fair chance.

OHIO. 
GERMANS GO OVER TO THE BOURBONS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuns. 

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 4—The Suciety of 
Independent Citizens, composed of two dele- 
gates each from sixty-six different German 
organizations, benevolent, musical, and so- 
cial, decided tonight to support the Demo- 
cratic ticket at the coming election. The 
vote stood 70 in the affirmative and 4 only in 
opposition. The fifty-eight delegates who were 
absent are Republicans. They did not quite 
approve of the proposed action, but were not 
decidedly opposed to it, and staid away from 
the mgeting in order to avoid responsibility 
in the matter. The vote as taken had there- 
fore a clearly Democratic cast. It 
will be binding upon the entire 
membership of the sixty-six societies com- 
posing the organization, so far as the State 
ticket is concerned, but there is a tacit un- 
derstanding that Republicans who so desire 
may vote for the Republican candidates for 
Congress and for the Republican county 
ticket. A considerable portion of them will 
adopt this course, in the belief that their pro- 
test against the liquor legislation of last win- 
ter will be quite as emphatic if made against 
the State ticket only as it would If they 
should vote a straight Democratic ticket. 

THE SALOONKEEPERS' ASSOCIATION 

held a meeting this afternoon and adopted

THE PROUHIBITIONISTS’ INGRATITUDE.

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 3—The Prohibiteon 
war upon the Republican party continues 
with more and more bitterness every day. It 
is in this State, as itis likely to be every- 
where it is tried, simply a repetition of the 
story of the asp that was warmed in the 
breast but to turn and sting, the only hope of 
the Kepublican party here being that the 
sting may not be fatal, and that the lesson 
may be valuable and lasting. Never in the 
history of politics in the Buckeye State was 
there so much strength and such bitterness 
shown by the Prohibition party—the party 
of fanatics and fanaticism. The Republican 
Legislature of last winter went out of its 
way and devoted nearly its whole time to the 
discussion and passage of temperance laws.

MANTINO, III., Oct. 4.—Your correspond- 
entin a recent interview with William H. 
Comstock, of Utica, N. Y., a prominent Sial- 
wart and the personal friend and former law 
partner of Roscoe Conkling, drew from him 
the following touching the mixed condition 
of the politics in his State. He sald: Yes, 
the anti-Stal wart press of the country is very 
severe in its strictures upon us. ‘heir state- 
ments, however, are whoily unfounded.

GREENVILLE, III., Uct. 4.—The legislative 
contest in this district, which is narrowly 
Republican by 142 majority, but is ordinarily 
considered safe, promises to be an interest- 
ing one. The Republicans have the hoid- 
over Senator—the Hon. Thomas B. Needles, 
of Washington—and will try to send two 
members to the House, as they did in 1889. 
‘they have nominated John Defrees, a 
farmer living near Greenville, as the Repre- 
sentative from Bond, and Capt. John I. 
Nichols, of Carlyle, one of the members of 
the last House, as the Representative from 
Clinton. Ordinarily, the Democrats would 
nominate only one man, even if the Repub- 
livan majority is small, and de content with 
the winority Representative. ‘The agitation 
of the prohibivon question has put some very 
extravagant netions iuto their heads, and in 
the hope of grabbing an extra Representa- 
tive, which they are not likely to ge,, they 
have nominated James L. Rountree, of Nash- 
ville, Washington County, and ex-Senator 
Fr. E. W. Brink, of Hoylton, Washington 
County, thus e¢bmimitting a . serious mistake 
at the start by taking both men from Wash- 
ington, instead of giving the second man to 
either Clinton or Bond. The Pronibvitionists 
have not done anything yet, but will prob- 
ably nominate a candidate. Mr. Defrees’ 
position on the prohibiuon question, which 
has been earefully misrepresented by his op- 
ponents: is briefly this: He is opposed to 
the repeal of the present liquor laws, which 
he regards as cont, if enforced, to 
properly control the traffic, but is in 
favor of submitting a prohibition amendment 
to a vole of the people, not at a genera! elec- 
tion, however, but ata special one, for the 
reason that he does not regard it as a political 
question, and is opposed to mixing it with po- 
litical matters. His position, while it eom- 
wends itself to the theughtful, is not sufi 
ciently extreme to suit the ultra Prohibition- 
ists, who Mill accordingly nominate a candi- 
date of their oon.

The Formation of Western Passeager 
Pools Contempiated—Mr. Geerge . 


Daniels to Be the Comuiissioner for 
These Pools. 


A movement is now on foot to bring caer 
the formation of a pool on passenger busi- 
ness to all Western points. The Western 
passenger business has been greatly dis- 
turbed for some years past, and, in spite of 
ironclad agreements, rates are being con- 
stantly “cut.” The railroads seem to have 
come to the conclusion that nothing put a 
pooling arrangement can stop the constant 
troubles regarding the maintenance of West- 
ern passenger rates. The roads are all in 
favor of such an arrangement, but great dif- 
ficulty will no doubt be experienced in form- 
ing such a pool when the division of business 
comes to be considered. There is hardly a 
road which does not think itself entitled to 
a far greater share of the business 
than it can possibly secure. It it is found 
that a pool cannot be formed on this busi- 
ness au effort will be made to effect an agree- 
ment similar to the one lately made on the 
St. Paul and Minneapolis business, and have 
a Commissioner to see to it that the provis- 
a of the agreement are faithfully carried 
out. 

It is generally understood that Mr. rge 
H. Daniels, late Commissioner of the Lowa

The Proceedings of Meetings of the 
Standing Committee of the Joint Ex- 
ecutive Committee Held Sept. 27 and 
28. 

Commissioner Albert Fink has just issued 
a circular giving the proceedings of the Stand- 
ing Committee of the Joint Executive Com- 
mittee at a meeting held at New York Sept. 
. 
In regard to rates on cotton-seed meal 
from Memphis via Cairo, Mr. Bird, of the Wa- 
bash, referred to the action of the Standing 
Committee at the last meeting concerning 
rates on cotton-seed meal from Memphis to 
the East via Cairo, and desired the decis- 
ion of the committee reconsidered, which 
the committee agreed to do at its next meet- 
ing. The following resolutions were passed 
regarding the withdrawal of prorating ar- 
rangements on cotton from Texas points and 
from New Orleans and Moblie: 7 

Resolved, That all prorating arrangements on 
cotton from Texas pointa to Eastern cities be 
withdrawn, and that on all Texas cotton passing 
the Mississippi River points on and after Mon- 
day, Oct. 16, 1882, the established tariff rates 
from the Mississippi River points shall apply. 

Resolved, That all prorating arrangements on 
cotton trom New Orleans ana Mobile to Eastern 
cities be withdrawn, and that on all cottoa from 
New Orieans and Mobile passing the Onio River 
on and after Monday, Oct. 16, 188, the estab- 
— tariff rates from Onio River points shall 
apply. 

The committee also decided that divisions 
of tariff rates op freight to New York by 
way of Cairo or Memphis from California 
terminal points issued by the Southern Cali- 
fornia Line under date of Sept. 18, 1882, al- 
lowing east of those points 26.4 per cent of 
the through rate, should be approved as to 
the Cairo route, but not as to the Memphis 
route. 

It being shown that a season contract had 
been made on uncompressed cotton from 
Memphis, Tenn., to Utica and Whitesboro, N. 
Y., at a through rate of fifty-one cents per 100 
— the tariff rate being sixty-two cents 

rom Memphis to Buffalo, and fifteen cents 
from Buffalo to destination, it was agreed 
that full rates north of the Ohio River should 
be charged upon all cotton shipped under 
this contract. 

Commissioner Fink has also issued a circu- 
lar giving the proceedings at a conference 
between the Standing Committee of the Joint 
Executive Committee and representatives of 
Western roads at New York Sept. 28, 1882, at 
which the following action was taken: 

The Chairman referred to the irregular 
practice of St. Louis roads in remy to inte- 
rior points at low special rates shipments 
really intended for Eastern destinations, by 
which the agreed through rates were indi- 
rectly cut and the business evaded the St.

An Interesting Interview with 
Miss Chariotte G. O’Brien, 


Who Took the Initiative in Securing ‘ 


Reform. 


Miss Charlotte Gabbet O’Brien, daughter of 
the Irish patriot William Smith O'Brien, a man 
who made greater sacrifices for his country 
than any man of his race since Emmet, ar-

Miss O'Brien is a lady of decidedly inteliect- 
ual appearance. She has fair hair, deep blue 
eyes, bright, cheerful complexion, and is ap- 
parently about 35 years of age. She is frank 
amd decisive in manner, expresses herself 
clearly, cogently, and with serupulons pre- 
cigion. For many years she has been a 
contributor to the Dublin Nation, which 
was the organ ot her father 
in his day. She has of late years been a fre- 
quent contributor to the Nineteenth Centu- 
ry, the Fortnightly Review, and the Contem- 
porary, always dealing with Irish subjects, 
treating them in a luminous and eloquent 
manner. She has published a volume of 
poems which has run through several edi- 


| tions, and has written one novel, Light and 


Shade,” which has been a decided success, 
and which-has been republished in this 
country. 

Miss O’Brien, in reply to the reporter’s 
question, said that her mission to this coun- 
try was to see how the immigrant, particu- 
larly the immigrant of Irish . nationality, 
fared on arrival, and to gage properly the 
wants and requirements of the immigrant 
elkss. In order to thoroughly under- 
stand this subject, Miss O’Brien has 
spent some days examining the ap- 
polatments of Castle Garden, has gone 
into the immigrant lodging-houses of 
New York in the guise of one recently im- 
ported, and is therefore able to properly pre- 
sént the subject to the publie. 

As far as she could see and ascertain, Castle 
Garden was well conducted. The officers 
were courteous and painstaking, and while 
it was by no means an ideal institution, she 
was not prepared to suggest improvements. 
As to the lodging houses for immigrants. they 
were badly located, miserably conducted, and 
N appointed. The food and ventila- 
tion in these dens, miscalled houses, were 
vile. Reform was badly needed, and Miss 
O’Brien thought the reform could be brought 
about by the steamship lines only. Her idea 
was that the steamship companies erect 
lad ging-houses in the vicinity of Castle Gar- 
den, where immigrants should 

BE CAREFULLY WATCHED, 
zéalously cared for, and treated in accord- 
ahce with the laws of hygiene and the dic- 
tates of humanity. She had little hope that 
the steamship lines would adopt her views 
immediately, but the time would come when 
they would feel bound to accept, indorse, 
ahd gladly put them into practice. She did 
not expect the steamship companies would 
consent to erect and gy lodging-houses 
at all the ports of entry, but at New York 
and Philadelphia she felt confident they 
could be induced to do so in time. In suc 
places as Boston, immigrant homes would 

robably be established through organized 

tish-American effort, she looked to 

Bishop Ireland to take the matter in hand. 
The immigrant yoy” however, Was a ne- 
cessity, and must be brought about either 

rough the steamship companies or by some 
other means. Miss O’Brien believes in the 
generosity of the companies. 

In reference to her labors for the improve- 
ment of the accommodation for emigrants in 
the steamship lines Miss O’Brien felt well 
pleased. One of the principal points for 
which she battled was separation of the 
sexes. In this she has been eminently suc- 
cessful. All the English lines and the one 
American line have practically adopted her 
suggestions. This has been particularly so 

tar as the White Star Line is concerned. In 

e boats of this line the unmarried men are 
located at one end, the unmarried women at 
the other end of the boat, and each married 
couple is supplied with a separate compart- 
ment. The toilet-rooms are connected with 
the several compartments so as to 
be as convenient as possible. The sanitary 
arrangements are good, and in point of 
fact Miss O’Brien has no reason for com- 

aint as far as this line is concerned. And 
if must be remembered,” said Miss O’Brien 
that it was on the White Stars 1 first 
opened my batteries.

This, she said, might 
yet become a subject for investigation, and 
she felt that one London gentieman ought 
to be punished for his participation in the 
villainy. Some of the ats on this line 
were not safe either morally or sanitarily. 
Much had been done by some of the Castle 
Garden officials to counteract the devilish 
work of the London agents, and one official 
assured her that he had rescued 100 girls 
from these human fiends. 

Miss O’Brien concluded her statement 
about the steamship lines by saying that the 
White Star boats were all that could be ex- 
pected or could be required; that the berth- 
ing arrangements on the National boats were 
perfect; that the Inman Line was working 
steadily towards improvement; the Guion 
Line treats its steerage passengers well—in 
tact, there has been a decided improvement 
amounting almost to arevolution all around. 

As to her emigrant boarding-house in 
Queenstown, which was only very recently 
established, Miss O’Brien said it was de- 
cidedly successful as far as members were 
concerned, but it cannot be worked wholly 
satisfactory. She would very much prefer 
to see each line take up the care of their own 
separate emigrants rather than succeed fur- 
ther herself, as she regards her own house, 
though as good as she could make it, as a 
makeshift in comparison with what might 
be done by division of labor managed by 
wealthy companies who would have a 
proper staff at their command, and would 
also have far fewer difficulties to deal with 
than an independent lodginghouse-keeper 
who never can know an hour beforeh 
who or how many persons may come to his 
house. She had as many as 135 people on 
one night. These were people for six differ- 
ent ships. Their luggage all mixed, their 
tickets to be. examined at different of- 
fices, food to be rovided all da 
long, and they themselves to be 
on their ship early in the morning. The 
proper management of all this, she said, en- 
tailed a rush and scramble incompatible with 
individual care. The lines would have only 
their own people, whose names they know, 
to deal with, and all could be done in an 
orderly manner and with dispatch. 

Miss O’Brien, in company with Mr. and 
Mrs. Onahan, called on Archbishop Feehan 
last evening and was very cordially received. 
Though an Episcopalian, like all her 1 7 4 
she has the fullest confidence of the Irish- 
Catholic Bishops and clergy. She will return 
to Chicago in a few days. 


A QUEER CASE. 


James Carter, Arrested for Bigamy, 
Tells a Singular Story that Leads One 
to Infer that He Is a Crank. 

One of the occupants of the armory cells 
last night was James Carter, a rather fine 
looking Engtishman, who says he is a china- 
liner or ruler by trade, Wo has been em- 
ployed by Burley & Tyrell and Ovington for 
several years. He was taken to the station 
by Detective Amstein, who received him 
from a Utica, N. X., policeman, in whose 
charge he had been from that point to Chi- 
cago. Amstein says that Carter is charged 
with bigamy by Mrs. Carter, whose maiden 
name was Mary Carrow, and who is under 
the impression that her liege lord 
has three other wives in different 
parts of the Union. One of these, Amstein 
says he married in Buffalo, one in Peunsyl- 
vania, and two here, the third one removing 
to Missouri. A TRIBUNE reporter saw Car- 
ter and had a long talk with him, which only 
partially cleared up the case and gave rise to 
some doubts of Mr. Carter’s perfect sanity. 
He said that so far as the charge of bigamy 
is concerned itis the veriest nonsense. He 
has been married but twice in his life, his 
first wife having died at Boston six years aro. 
Two years ago he said a man named J. W. 
Dawson came to Chicago from Missouri with 
his wife and settled here where Carter 
was at work. Dawson, it is alleged, was 
desirous of getting a divorce, and made 
several attempts to get men to visit his wife 
so that he might have some ground upon 
which to base his petition. One day, Carter 
says, Mrs. Dawson sent him a note telling 
him to meet her, and he did so. They spent 
the evening together, and when they re- 
turned home that evening they were met by 
Dawson, and a stormy scene followed in 
which revolvers were drawn by both men. 
Dawson t a divorce after that, his wife 
allowing it to go by default. ‘The intimacy 
with Carter then grew stronger, and eventu- 
ally they went to live together without the 
formalities of a ry tg ceremony. 

Carter detailed the life they led together 
for two vears, during which she made sev- 
eral attempts upon her life, and he finally 
grew tired of her, and sent her back to her 
home in Missouri. After her departure, 
some seven weeks ago, he made up with Mary

married to her. The prisoner then proceeded 
with great minuteness of detail to describe a 
trip he took to Canada to get away 
FROM SOME MYSTERIOUS PEOPLE 

who followed him everywhere, and on one 
occasion assaulted him. ‘This feature of his 
story is what makes it appear as it he were 
a trifle “cracked.” He tells how he never 
went anywhere alone after dark for fear of 
these people who so persistently dogged his 
foutsteps, and says that on the day following 
his märriage— Monday, Sept. li—he saw 
these men lurking about his door, and he de- 
cided to give them a run over the country. 
Simply telling his wife that he was going ou 
he got his trunk from where he had stoppe 
previously, and went to Toronto, and thence 
to Montreal. The mysterious “shadows” 
followed him all the way, and 
at Montreal he called upon the 
Chief of Police and asked for an escort to 
New York. He eventually got Detective- 
Sergt. Robinson to travel with him to New 
York, where he remained two days, with 
the men still on his track. They got on the 
train with him when he sta for Chicago 
from New York, fearful that they would 
do him some injury, he left the train at Utica, 
where, he says, he first learned that he was 
wanted here for bigamy. He says that he 
paid $40 to the Canadian officer who accom- 
panied him to New York, and $75 to 
the officer who came on from Utica, 
besides paying their traveling expenses. He 
says he has no fear of prosecution in the 
case, which he thinks arises from a mistake 
ou the part of the last wife, who has heard 
of the woman he lived with before marrying 
her.

over with State’s-Attorney Mills before tak- 
ing any steps toward having him arrested, 
and that she believed thas he had run away 
from her. The case is certainly a peculiar 
one that will prove interesting if the exam- 
ination that will be held develops anyth 
that can be understood.

BATTLE OF CORINTH. 
Celebration of its Twentieth Anniver- 


gary. 

The surviving officers of the Union army 
engaged in the battle of Corinth appropri- 
ately celebrated the twentieth anniversary of 
that great battle by a reunion and banquet in 
the club-rooms of the Sherman House last 
evening.

Tne ‘experience at the primary elections 
this year will almost surely lead to some 
earnest effort at reforming the system. As 
now conducted, itis plain that these meet- 
ings do not represent the popular sentiment 
of the party in whose interest they are held. 
After eliminating the non-residents, the 
Democrats, and the tissue ballots cast at the 
Republican primaries in me First District on 
Tuesday, it is safe to say that not more than 
1,000 regular Republican votes were cast in 
all. But the party has a vote of about 20,000 
In the district. In other words, not one- 
twentieth of the Republicans indicated a 
preference as to candidates, and, after allow- 
ing forthe gangs drummed up in the 
special interest of candidates, it may be said 
that a mere handful of men controlled the 
primaries. At the very best, then, and even 
when there are are no actuai frauds, the pri- 
maries, as conducted now, fail to draw out 
the sentiment of the people, and the system 
should be either reformed or abandoned. 


Tue Connecticut Democrats yesterday 
nominated Thomas M. Waller as their candi- 
date for Governor, and adopted a plat- 
form of such interminable length that 
to print it entire would be an unjusti- 
fiable infliction upon the reader. After an 
extended preainbie reciting the record of 
the Democratic party as the friend of the 
sovereignty of the people, and calling at 
attention to the vicious practices that have 
come into vogue during the protracted ex- 
clusion of the Democracy from the control 
of the National Government, the platform 
enters upon a prolix discussion: of the rela- 
tions of the State and Federal Govern-

DYNAMITE IN THE FIRST DISTRICT. 

The outcome of the struggle for the Re- 
publican nomination in the First Congres- 
sional District was certainly very funny. 
Everybody will appreciate the joke, except 
possibly Mr. Aldrich. There were three 
active candidates in the field—Messrs. 
Aldrich, Dore, and Coy. The canvass has 
been going on for several weeks, and the 
various gentlemen and their friends have 
been working like beavers. The fight ap- 
parently came to a crisis at the primaries on 
Tuesday. They were carried apparently 
by the Aldrich people. Mr. Aldrich was 
satisfied of it. The other candidates were 
also convinced against their will, so much so 
that one of them (Mr. Dore) had his name 
formally withdrawn. The Fourth Ward had 
settled the matter by electing an un- 
pledged” ticket, which was understood to 
be an Aldrich ticket. When the con- 
vention came together there was no more 
doubt about it. It was decided to take 
an informal bailot for the purpose of giving 
some outside candidates complimentary 
votes. Then Mr. Aldrich was to be pomi- 
nated on the next ballot. Up to this point 
the prescience of the politicians was fully 
confirmed. The first ballot, however, dis- 
pelled the illusion. Not a single member of 
the “unpledged” Fourth Ward delegation 
cast his vote for Mr. Aldrich, and Mr. R. W. 
Dunham, President of the Board of Trade, 
whose name had scarcely been mentioned 
during the canvass, was declared the nomi- 
nee of the convention. 

To say that the result was a surprise would 
be a very feeble way of putting the case un- 
der the conditions described. It was more 
like a dynamite explosion. The killed and 
wounded were mainly among the Aldrich 
forces, but everybody concerned was more 
or less stunned by the fulmination. In a 
general way this surprise may be of a good 
deal of use to the community. In the first 
place, it shows that the newspapers may 
sometimes be mistaken. In the next place, 
it is proved that honesty is not abso- 
lutely impossibie in polities, and that a dele- 
gation to a political convention may be un- 
pledged when it pretends to be. When 
everybody declared that the Fourth 
Ward delegation which was elected 
was for Aldrich simply because the opposi- 
tion ran an anti-Aldrich (Coy) ticket, it was 
an assumption thata number of gentlemen 
could not go into convention without some 
decided bias. The fact is, that this delega- 
tion was for Aldrich only as against Coy, but 
determined to feel around for some candi- 
date outside of those who had been “ leg- 
rum tor the nomination, and they found 
one a little sooner than they expected. In 
the third place, the result has shown that 
those who work hardest for political nomi- 
nations are not always successful, and that 
the nomination of some one of a number of 
active candidates cannot be counted upon 
safely even after the fight has been made 
and the result ostensibly determined. It 
would be a good thing if this impression 
should extend so far as to reduce the prelim- 
inary electioneering and the efforts to control 
primaries. . 

Mr. Dunttam, who embodies the surprise in 
this case, is pretty sure to receive the entire 
Republican vote of the district, which will 
elect him by a handsome majority. He may 
not be the best selection (even when taken 
as a dark horse) that could have been made, 
when such men as E. G. Keith, E. G. Mason, 
N. K. Fairbank, Murry Nelson, and a num- 
ber of others of similar calibre were availa- 


ble, but he is a good average specimen of 
intelligent business-man. His position as 
President of the Board of Trade is an evi- 
dence that he enjays the confidence of the 
business community. He represents no po- 
litical or factional animosities of any kind; 
the Aldrich partisans can support him with- 
out rancor as well us the Coy and Dore par- 
tisans, and the great mass of Republicans 
who did not take sides in the preliminary 
struggle will vote for him as willingly as 
they would have voted for any one of the 


contending aspirants for the nomination who 


lost it. There is no doubt that Mr. Dunham 
will be in full accord with every Congres- 
sional movement in which Chicago and the 
Northwest are interested. He is a man of 
character, and, if not a brilliant man, he will 
be tractable to good advice and surrounded 
by good iufluences. f

A BIGOTED BISHOP. 

It will make many people smile, and If we 
could look into the grave of Sir Walter Scott 
we should probably behold what is left of 
the old Wizard of the North vigorously turn- 
ing over with disgust as it learns that the 
Roman Catholic Bishop of the Province of 
Ontariowbas pronounced his poem Mar- 
mion “ 48%tmmoral and untit for the faithful to 
read, and that it has been withdrawn from 
the high schools as offensive to the members 
of that communios. Sir Walter Scott died 
fifty years ago, after an honorableand heroic 
struggle to pay his debts, which ought to com- 
mend every one of his books to posterity. 
His poems were written much longer than 
half a century ago, as they preceded his nov- 
els, which even new have not lost theircharm 
for all romantic souls, though they are get- 
ting a little ponderous and old-fashioned. 
The poems, particularly the Lady 
of the Lake” and “Marmion,” have 
always been favorits, and have charmed 
millions of readers, and even now they are 
peculiarly dear to young people, who pre- 
empt them as their speciul property without 
opposition from their elders who have some- 
what. outgrown their sentiment or turn to 
the higher spiced verse of our modern fleshly 
society poets. 

“ Marmion “ appeared in 1808. It had an 
immense circulation. It was read by thou- 
sands upon thousands of readers. It was 
severely criticised. The severest critic of 
Scott was Carlyle, who, while he found 
much fault with Scott, particularly for using 
his pen for money instead of for fame, ad- 
mired and loved him as a man and eulogized 
his character. If there had been anything 
immoral in any one of Scott’s works, Car- 
lyle’s keen eyes would have discovered it, 
and he would have been quick to denounce 
it, for he had no special love for Sir Walter 
as a writer. More than this no one of Sir 
Walter’s thousands of readers during the 
long time that has elapsed since Marmion“ 
was written has ever suspected that it con- 
tained anything immoral, and people have 
been reading it for seventy-four years. It 
has remained for Bishop Lynch to discover 
that * Marmion” is immoral on account of 
the irregular relations between King James 
and the Lady Heron, and is offensive to the 
Roman Catholic Church because the nun, 
Constance de Beverly, Sister professed of 
Fontevraud, whom the church numbered 
with the dead, for broken vows and convent 
fed,“ was walled up as a punishment. No 
one else has ever supposed that good, gener- 
ous, high-souled Waiter Scott could write 
anything inmoral, and for this reason Bishop 
Lynch may claim for himself a degree of 
prudery anda sharpness in nosing out im- 
proper things that bave never been equaled 
before, and in seeing with his naked eye 
what no one else could have discovered with 
a microscope of the highest power. 

The first suggestion which will occur to 
every one will be why Bishop Lynch should 
stop short with “Marmion,” for if “ Mar- 
mion “ be an unfit book for the members of 
the Catholic communion certainly almost 
every other book which has been printed 
during the last seventy-four years, and most 
of those before it, are equally improper. Per- 
haps Bishop Lynch is only commencing, and 
has happened to hit upon “Marmion” first. 
In such case we may expect further edicts 
against the poets, for if he reads them care- 
fully he will find that they are worse than old 
Sir Walter, and the whole list of them, with 
Shakspeare at the head, must go to the wall 
as unfit to be read in the Province of On- 
tario. After he has disposed of the poets let 
him commence with the historians, the nov- 
elists, and the @ssayists, and when he has 
wiped out pretty nearly the entire 
list of Euglish authors let him com- 
template the work he has done, and realize, if 
he can, what a petty, narrow-minded, and 
bigoted representative of priesteraft he is. 
Itcannot be possible in these days of en- 
lightenment and education that any eonsider- 
able number of the members of the Roman 
Catholic Church will sympathize with this 
fanatical and prudish prelate, and unless 
human nature is different in Ontario from 
what itis elsewhere every man, woman, and 
child in his diocese will set to reading 
“Marmion” with a zest they have not 
shown before. It would Dea fitting rebuke 
to the Bishop I orders for *‘Marmion” in 
Ontario came in so thickly that the booksel!- 
ers could not supply the demand. 


THE PLAN FOR REVISING THE TARIFF. 

We print this moruing an abstract of a 
plan for the revision of the tariff presented 
to the Tarik Commission by Mr. J. S. Moore, 
the well-known and accomplished writer on 
revenue questions, the plan being prepared 
by himself and indorsed by Mr. David A. 
Wells. In presenting this statement Mr. 
Moore accompanied it by a general history 
and review of the policy of protection. 

We commend this statement to the careful 
attention of the public; itis a careful state- 
ment of facts with an analysis of their re- 
sults and bearings ypon individuals and upon 
the general industry of the whole country. 
To those who are befogged and deluded by 
the perpetually iterated cry that those ask- 
ing fora revision and simplification of the 
tariff mean the establishment of free trade

and the pauperization of American labor, and 


that any change in the present tariff is of ne- 
cessity in the interest of free trade—to 
those people, the statement of Mr. Moore, 
representing also Mr. Wells, as to what was 
really sought by those demanding a reform 
of the tariff will bea revelation. It has not 
even the odor of free trade about it. He de- 
clares that they seek a reduction of taxes and 
a simplification of the tariff by which they 
are levied. We commend his whole paper to 
the attentive reading of every business man 
and of every man whose wages is the limit 
of his income... 

There is no greater delusion than that pro- 
tection is of practical benefit te American 
manufacturers. The tariff imposes certain 
duties on certain foreign manufactures for 
the purpose of protecting the domestic man- 
ufacturer from the competition of foreign 
goods. The American manufacturer of a 
certain character of goods naturally feels 
that when Congress imposes a duty, say of 
50 per cent, on like goods of foreign make 
that he has a patent from Congress to charge 
and collect 50 per cent additional on the 
price of hisown goods. Naturally, he feels 
that he has “a good thing”; that he has a 
license to receive that amount of extra profit 
on all he produces, and that such a special! 
bounty is certain to enrich him in a very 
bricf time. Protection to him is, indeed, an 
immense blessing, But in the distribution 
of this blessing Congress does not favor him 


dittonal is not confiend to him; It is general. 
It includes all other manuf@turers, He 
finds that the protective privilege of 30 
per cent should yield him $100,000 ad- 
ditional profit in the course of each 
year. But he further ‘finds that while 
a. bountiful and parental Government 
has authorized him to collect from 
his customers 50 per cent additional on all 
he, produces, it has at tue same time author- 
ized every other man to demand 50 per cent 
additional of him on all things for which 
he has to make an expenditure. At the end 
of six months he finds that on all the raw 
material he needs in his factory he has to 
pay 50 per cent additional; that on all the 
machinery he has to buy, on all the mate 
rial for repairs and enlarging his works, 
on every engine, boiler, bar or rod of iron 
and steel he has to buy, he has to pay an 
advance of 50 per cent. He finds that on 
his bills atthe dry-goods store, at the muilli- 
ner’s, at the tailor’s, shoemaker’s, and fur- 
nisher’s, that he has to pay 50 per cent 
more; that at the grocer’s, butcher’s, wine- 
selier’s prices have been advanced 50 per 
cent; thaton everything he or his family eat, 
drink, or wear he has to pay 50 per cent 
more; he finds that the working men, wom- 
en, and children in his employ have to 
vay 50 per cent more for bread, clothing, 
boots and shoes, groceries, fuel, light, and 
school-books, and that to save them from 
starvation he must advance their wages 
50 percent. His taxes advance 80 per cent; 
even the rent of his pew is raised 50 per cent; 
being known asarich man enjoying, under 
protection, an income Increased by law 50 
per cent, the demands on him for public and 
private charities, servants’ wages, and cost 
of keeping a carriage and horses have all in- 
creased 50 per cent; he finds, in fact, that 
while under his protective license to extort 
50 per cent extra from all persons buying his 
goods, the whole community has been given 
a similar license to exact 50 per cent extra on 
his expenditures. While under his license 
from the Government he has been collecting 
50 per cent extra on the value of all his goods 
sold, he finds that he has been paying 50 per 
cent extra on the cost of production on all he 
sold; and that in addition to all this drawback 
on his profits, he has been at tne same time 
paying 50 per cent extra on all his personal 
and private expenditures and cost of living. 
His baiance, in the shape of increased profit 
for protection, is sufficient to stagger 
his faith in figures. He finds that 
business has been reduced; before protection 
he manufactured 10 percent ot his goods for 
export to foreign countries, and that that 
trade was cut off; he finds also that, in con- 
sequence of the increased price of his goods, 
his sales at home were reduced 15 per cent; 
that, with his goods produced at 50 per cent 
increase of cost, and with 25 per cent tess 
trade, and his own personal expenses of liv- 
lug increased 50 per cent, his estimated ad- 
dition of $102,000 profits have failed to ma- 
terialize. As an additional consequence of 
protection, he finds it necessary to reduce by 
25 per cent the number of mechanics in his 
employ, depriving that proportion of families 
of their means of support. 

This, the almost universal and inevitable 
result of protection, has been going ou for 
twenty years, during which labor has been 
reduced to a struggie for wages sufficient to 
live; manufactures have ceased to be ex- 
ported, and the country has been taxed to 
the limit of endurance, and all to maintain 


the delusion of protection. 
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CHINESE LABOR IN ENGLAND. 

The Chinese labor question has commenced 
to attract attention in England from the ac- 
tion of some merchants in London who have 
resolved to import Chinese labor, and have 
made arrangements for the first installment 
of them. One meeting has already been held 
in London to protest against this action, and 
the pavers are beginning to discuss the ques- 
tion, the Tory papers, which represent epi- 
talists and landlords, of course favoring it. 
The London Standard is among the num- 
ber, and though it does not think that the 
Chinamen will ever seriously compete with 
home labor, and says that the only occupation 
open to them is that of servants, it offers no 
objection to their coming in any numbers, and 
indulges in the same display of maudlin sen- 
timent and glaring misstatements which 
characterized Eastern papers in this country 
when the anti-Chinese legislation was pend- 
ing. Its arguments, indeed, are so similar 
that they seem to have been almost literally 
borrowed, though its statements as to the 
crusade against them in this country are so 
glaringly incorrect as to be almost amusing. 

If we are to believe the Standard, family 
life in California would be impossible with- 
out the Chinese! The Pacific railroads 
would never have been built! Chinese labor 
isnot cheap! The only opponents to Chi- 
nese labor are the Irish laborers! The vast 
proportion of Americans in California are in 
favor of them; and this in the face 
of a vote of 8 per cent for their ex- 
clusion! There is scarcely any disease 
of any description among them! In- 
stead of making money and leaving for good 
they return bome, visit their friends, and 
come back again! Apart from the coin which 
they pay as customs dues on their imports 
they disburse in taxes, freight, and for 
American food and luxuries a vast sum 
annually | 

Incredible as such dense ignorance may 
seem, these statements are soberly made by 
one of the leading tory English papers. 
It would simply be a waste of space and 
time to controvert them, but we may assure 
our Tory friend that it is wrong, radically 
wrong, from Alpha to Omega in every feat- 
ure of its information about the relations of 
the Chinése to the labor question and to the 
social lite of this country, and that it ignores 
entirely one of the fundamental facts which 
have led to our prohibitory legislation, and 
that is their iaportation here by Chinese cap- 
italists upon contracts, which make them no 
better thun slaves, 

Fortunately, this kind of misstatement is 
not universal in England, for at the meeting 
already referred to as baving taken place in 
Loudon there were many home truths told 
about Chinese habits and influences by men 
who were competent to speak from experi- 
ence, and the dangers of Chinese competition 
were freely exposed. The result of the meet- 
ing may be summed up in the resolution 
passed by it. This resolution affirmed that 
the abstract right to travel and live in any 
country reached one of its limits when vast 
‘numbers of Chinese were imported under 
Coolie contracts and “when they lived to- 
gether under the most unsanitary and de- 
moralizing conditions, forming secret tri- 
bunals, and carrying out their own vicious 
ordinances in defiance of the laws of the 
country in which they lived.” The resolu- 
tion also contended that their competition in 
its general effect enriched a few capitalists 
and reudered the means of subsistence of the 
masses more precarious. This was hitting 
the nall on the head. The agricultural 
classes Of England, with whom the Chinese 
would come in more general competition 
than with the trades or other wage-earning 
classes, are barely able even now to subsist 
and keep together as a class, and to them 
such an importation of cheap labor would be 
equivalent to starvation, ' 

Even the Standard itself is forced to ad- 
mit that England is now overstécked with 
candidates for work, without, however, once 
considering the inconsistency of opening the 
door to the hordes of Chinese who wil! flock 
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in wherever the opportunity is offered. The 
United States has tried the experiment and 
has had enough of it, although the evil was 
confined to only one section of its broad do- 
maln. The English colony of Australia has 
tried it, and has now forbidden further Im- 
portations by more stringent laws than ours. 
It does not seem likely that the question in 
Great Britain will advance much beyond the 
present stage of discussion, or that the Gov- 
ernment will hesitate to prohibit this effort to 
introduce Chinese labor. If it should, it will 
breed a revolution at the hands of the trades- 
unions and agricultural Classes which will 
not only drive ont this competition, but will 
overthrow the Government itself rather than 
submit. The English are very loyal to their 
Queen, but even her Royal Majesty fhight 
find herself in jeopardy should such an act 
of injustice and hardship to English labor be 
sanctioned. 
———— 

New Tom Times: The abandonment of 
the policy of obstruction by Mr. Parnell was the 
signal for a rene wal of those wretched internal 
squabbies which have so often brought con- 
tempt upon the ways of Irish revolutionists. 
While Mr. Parnell continued to “beard the 
Britieh ition” the wranglers were forced to 
maintain silence, but now that he seems to fuvor 
peaceful methods the long-slumbering elements 
of discontent are using the opportunity to break 
forth with greater violence thao ever. The cries 
of “traitor” and fraud“ are as loud as they 
were after the collapse of the Irish Republic 
which bad its capitol in Unton square. At one 
side there is a demand to know what has been 
dove with the bundreds of thausande of dollars 
collected fur Land-League purposes, and at the 
other there is a vigorous stirring up of the cess- 
pool known as the skirmishing fund. Mr. Davitt 
has been referred to as a British agent, sent 
over to overtura the machidery which he was 
iostrumental in putting in motion. Mr. Dillon's 
motive for retiring into private life is his disgust 
at the peaceful and cowardly program which 
has been prepared for the indorsement of a 
National Convention to be beld ia Dublin on the 
eve of the autumn session of Parliament. Irish 
leaders are almost daily writing to the papers 
in explanation of this, that, and the other, and 
one has gone the length of putting ou record the 
prophecy that Mr. Parnell's greatness bas de- 
parted, and that he will no more be heard of as 
tne * chief leader ot the Irish people.

New Tom Times: No one who visited 
Neb port this season, after a few years’ absence, 
could fail to be struck with the astonishing wave 
of luxury which has rolied over that abode of 
American fashion. A few years ago people told 
their wondering country cousing how Mr. This 
and Mr. That bad French cooks to whom they 
paid some 650 a month. Thié season there were 
probably thirty people who had cooks at salaries 
of from $50 to $100 a month, and whose month- 
ly expenses for living were hot less than $5,000 
and $6,000. Manyof these families have alto- 
gether twenty servants, of hom balf are men, 
several being in livery; in fact, the town is alive 
with smart groomsin buckskin and top- boots. 
And yet it is not long ago that a lady was almost 
mobbed in New York for riding with a groom 
similarly equipped behind ber. And even ten 
years ago very few owners of carriages ventured 
on anytbing in the way of livery beyond trous- 
ers of what was deemed a “horsey " bue, and a 
bit of velvet ribbon around their servants’ hats, 
while there certainiy were got five people who 
drove with two servants on the box. 
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AN emphatic recommendation was con- 
tained in a recent report of the New York State 
Medical Society, that there should be stores lu 
the city where the poor caf obtain wholesome 
and bealtbfui food for children at reasonable 
prices. In carrying out this plan a supply of 
milk, it is urged, should be brought to the city 
twice dally for the children—this milk to be 
boed, or else bicarbonate of soda added to re- 
tard souring. For food, the report recommends 
powdered bariey or Oatmeal, sugar, milk, and 
exgs, with the following directions: Powdered 
bariey, a package ot one-balf pound to a ehbild 
under | year of age, every week, and two such 
packages fora child of from 1 to 2 years: when 
oatmeal is required it may be suppiied in the 
same quaotity as bariey; eggs, seven a week for 
a baby a year old or jess, and fourteen a week 
for a baby over a year old; sugar, alf a pound 
a week; milk, twelve ounées for a baby under 
a year twice daily, and tweaty ounces for a cad 
over a year twice daily. 


Lonpon Truth: A very important volun- 
tary settiement bas taken place between the 
Duke of Leinster and bis tenantry. In 1870 the 
tenauts accepted leases from the late Duke 
which excluded them from the benefits of the 
Land act of that year. These leases have now 
been canceled, and fair rénts have been fixed 
by mutual valuation on nearly 180 holdings. The 
former rent was £8,306; it Hus now been reduced 
to £6,764. a fall of nearly 20 per cent. According 
to the official returns, the capitalized value of 
the reductions is £24,380 for the tifteen years over 
which the judivial leases extend. To save time 
and expense, the Land Court have sgreed to 
nominate two valuators to fix a fair rent on re- 
ceiving ajoint upplicauos from landiord and 
tenant, andif either party ts di-satisfied with 
the decision be can appeal to the court. This is 
an arrangement which will greatly facilitate 
business, and it will lead to the amicable settie- 
ment of many disputes. 


Tue Texas Rangers are said to have done 
more to suppress lawlesneds, capture criminals, 
and prevent Mexican and Indian raids on the 
frontier than any other agency. They are em- 
ployed and paid by the State Government. 
Nearly all are young men. They are enlisted 
for a year, and ure requiréd to provide them- 
selves with « horse, saddle, and bridle, a repeat- 
ing Winchester ride. and a navy-revoiver. The 
State furnishes rations and pays $00 a month to 
each private. They went no uniform. Rach 
mau dresses as his taste or'the condition of his 
finances may dictate; but they all wear broad- 
brimmed sombreros. Considering their small 
number, lees than 200, they bave rendered re- 
markabie service. They are brave, reckless, 
bardy teliows, swear with great proficiency, and 
shoot unerringly.

Tur fact is familiar to all that an ordinary 
envelope may readily be opened by moistening 
the paper over the gum; after which operation, 
if dove neatly, the contents may be noted, and 
the missive again sealed and sent to its destina- 
tion. A perfect sgafety-envelope, however— 
not one ad mitt of any such manipulation— 
may, it is said, be secured by treating that part 
of the paper covered by the flap with a soluuon 
of chromic acid, ammenia, sulpburic acid, sul- 
phate of copper, and fine white paper. The flap 
iteeif is coated with a solution of isingiass in 
acetic acid, and, When this is moistened and 
pressed down on the under side of the envelope, 
a solid cement is formed, insolubie in acids, 
steam, water, etc. 


Ir is well known by those who haye 
worked on brass to any extent that the system 
becomes so permeated by the dust arising from 
it that ali the secretions become vitiated by it. 
So much is this the case, indeed, that brase- 
workers’ shirts in summer are staived green; 
green perspiration exudes from the po of the 
skin and stands fo beads upon it; the expectora- 
tion from the throat isof the same color; cuts 
or wounds upon the fingers become very sore, 
much inflamed, and are slow to heal. A remedy 
is needed.

New Tonk, Oct, 3.—A meeting of repre- 
sentatives of business houses in this city was 
held last evening in the Windsor Hotel to 
consider the question of the heavy duties on 
raw materials, the evils caused thereby, and 
the best means of remedying them. Among 
those present were H. B. Pedder, repre- 
senting James M. Constable, of the firm of 
Arnoid, Constable & Co.; Gustav Schwab, 
of Oelrichs & Co.; J. Schoenhof, of 
Adler & Schoenhof; RK. II. Wolff, 
of R. H. Wolff & Co.; J. Meserdau, 
of W. T. & J. Mesersau; J. B. Brown, 
President of the New York Plow Company; 
the National Suspender Company, the Mar- 
vin Safe Company, the Hall Safe & Lock 
Company, the Hazard Manufacturmg Com- 
pany, aud other business houses were repre- 
sented.

These “raw 
material Vampires” had formed a close and 
powerful organization under very efficient 
management, and money was lavishly spent 
in endeavoring to uphold the present heavy 
duties on raw materials.

An Unfounded Alarm in Mipneapolsi— 
Deatal of Meporte—A Probabie War. 
dect Dispatch to The Chucago Tribune 
Sr. Pau, Minn., Oct. 4.—A rumor was 
started today that Minneapolis had been 
“sold gut” by the Northern Pacific, in 
building a track into St. Paul, leaving 
out Minneapolis, and giving it only 
a side-track, furnished kindly by 
the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba. Vice 
President Oakes was seen last night by a re- 
porter, to whom he denied the report in em- 


phatic terms, He said, “‘Thereis no truth in 
the story. We shall build from Minneapolis 
on the west bank of the river, crossing 
somewhere in the vicinity of Anoka, north 
ofthe mouth of Kum River. We expect to 


cross over to the east side to the St. Paul, | 
Minneapolis & Manitoba, and usetheright of | 


way to Sauk Rapid 
with the Western ilroad. As to the 
reported transfer by the Northern Pacific of 
the Casselton Branch to the St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis & Manitoba, and the transfer of the 
latier’s line from St. Cloud to Minneapolis 
to the Northern Pacific Koad, there is no 
truth in the story, ‘There is no trade of any 
kind consummated affecting any interest in 
common between the two railroads. There 
is no foundation for the story that the Mani- 
toba Southwestern has been transferred to 
the Canadian Pacitic syndicate.” 

A consultation of railway oiticials was held 
in Mintheapolis today, out it came to a sud- 
den tetmiuation, and the central figures, in- 
cluding General Manager Merrill, President 
Porter, and Mr. Cable at once seized 
their satchels and left for St. 
Paul and other points. Enough was 
learned from other sources to show 
that the Rock Island Company refused to 
enter into auy agreement as to 

asselger rates between Minneapo- 
is and Chicago, and according to indica- 
tions a cutting in rates must inevitably fol- 
low the refusal of the Ruck Island repre- 
sentatives to enter into an agreement. A 
call for information was made at the 
Minneapolis & St. Louis office, but no specitic 
knowledge was returned, except that the 
ticket office of the line (Rock Island) had re- 
ceived orders to “sell tickets to Chicago.“ 
Railway officials were generally found reti- 
cent, but enough was learned to warrant the 
presumption that the Rock Island interest 
intends to secure its full share of the pass- 
enger trafiic between Minneapolis and Chica- 
go at any cost. Evidently the conference 
was not satisfactory, and tne fight between 
the Rock Island and other roads may be con- 
sidered as inaugurated, 

A prominent official of the Rock Island, 
on being questioned somewhat closely on the 
subjeet, seemed unwilling to go into details, 
but said: “I will give you the inside track. 
You see, the three roads—the Mi 
waukee, the Omaha, and the Rock II- 
and—are in the pool, agreeing to divide 
the entire wheat business among themselves. 
Well, the Milwaukee Road proposes to carry 
wheat free as far as Red Wing and those 
points where there is ne competition. Ot 
course, the immense advantage of this is 
evident in a moment. That road would 
have control of the whole country. The 
other roads are not to be trifled with in this 
manner. They immediately protest, and the 
Kock Island withdraws from the pool, while 
the Omaha gives thirty days’ notice 
of the same step. There are a great 
many details which need not be stated 
now. 1 can assure vou that 
the ficht is to be a big one, and, what is more, 
it is one that will scarcely be settled very am- 
jicably. The representatives of the three 
roads got their heads together this afternoon 
to see What could be done. Cable, 1 fancy, 
is not a man to be trifled with.”

GUSTAVUS ADOLPHUS. 


A Great German Jubliice. 

Considered in itself, says the Jena corre- 
spondent of the London Times, the Gustavus 
Adviphus Society has an excellent object: 
The sending of material help to struggling 
Protestants in Roman Catholic countries; 
but in comparison of the efforts put forth in 
England and America for kindred purposes, 
since the whole sum raised by itin all parts 
of Germany and beyond is not more than 
£45,000 sterling, it might seem unlikely to 
call forth a great demonstration, such as has 
awakened wide public interest and attracted 
the notice of the highest authorities in 
Church and State. The last few days have 
witnessed an exuberance of feeling unusual 
in Germany, in connection with the celebra- 
tion in Leipsie of the jubilee or fiftieth 
year of this institution, and persons 
not in the habit of appearing 
at such services have leut thei: codperation. 
Besides the usual transactions, an opening 
welcome was given in the aula of the uni- 
versity to the 400 or 500 deputies present, 
under the Presidency of Dr. Fricke, one ot 
the Professors and President of the society. 
Eloquent sermons were preached in the 
Nicolai and Thomas Kirche by Dr. Rülmg. of 
Dresden, and Dr. Kögel, of Berlin, th 
court preachers, and representing South 
and North Germany. A great banquet, at- 
tended by 900 persons, was held in the 
Schützenhaus. and the Gewandhaus, asso- 
ciated with the name of Mendelssohn, gave 
a concert embracum the most select pieces of 
German music, all the more interesting that 
Sebastian Bach had been organist of the 
Thomas Kirche, where the largest of all the 
meetings in Leipsic, filled to overflowing 
with an audience of 4,000, had gathered to 
hear the sermon of Dr. Kögel. 

All the ower interest of the occasion 
which embraced innumerable addresses frum 
deputies far and near, bringing coygratula- 
tions or asking for further help in the wide 
field which has alieady been covered by some 
3.000 new churches, with schools and par- 
sunages, was dwarfed by the extraordinary

gathering on the baitiefieid of Lützen, some 


twenty miles to the south of Leipsic. where, 
on the 6th of November, 1682, the heroic King 
of Sweden, whose name the society bore, had 
fallen in conflict with the imperial army, de- 
fending the Protestant faith and the liberties 
of Germany. ‘This took place on the last day 
ot the jubilee (Friday, Sept. 15), and has not 
often been equaled in commemorative meet- 
ings of any kind. On the spot where 
250 years before the very crisis of the 
Thirty Years’ War had been passed 
through, and in one sense not only the 
religious liberty of Germany, but its whole 
future place in history, including that of our 
own days, had been decided, not to speak of 
our own revolution of 1688, and the future of 
America, there had stood till lately only a 
block of rough granit, called the Schweden- 
stein, where the King fell, bearing his in- 
itials, “*G. X., 1632.“ In 1882 the idea had 
been conceived by tne late Dr. Grossmann, 
of Leipsic. of founding the society, which 
has now existed for half a century, and, asso- 
ciated with this, of erecting by subscription 
from ali parts of Germany a more fitting me- 
morial. This was done, in 1837 a beauti- 
ful bronze temple, open on all sides, with 
suitable texts, was placed over the 
Schwedenstein, which thus remained 
visible. It was in front of this me- 
morial that the commemorative — 
took place. limense crowds had gathere 
at an early hour from the surrounding coun- 
try. An express-train brought hundreds of 
deputies and other visitors from Leipsic. 
Amid flags which waved ou every side a pul- 
pit had been erected opposit the monument. 
‘The festal vrocession, which was marshaled

15,000 on either side, Shouts arose from 
time to time as well-known banners of local 
or student associations, mingled with the 
more military teatures of the procession, 
came into view. 

Une of the most remarkable incidents was 
the sending of a large golden banner from 
Finland, now Russian, but then Swedish, 
emblazoned with the words, Finlandia 
gloriosi olim censors:“ but a universal thrill 
ran through the crowd when a tattered flag 
which come | stood on the field ot Lützen 
now brought from Stockholm by command of 
the King of Sweden, with a deputation head- 
ed by Gen. von Wilt, passed along round the 
wide circle that covered every part of the 
ground. When Prelate Gerok, of Scuttgart, 
mounted the pulpit, about 10 o’clock, the 
vast audience was hushed into perfect si- 
lence, and then the mighty chorale of Lu- 
ther, “ Ein’ feste Burg ist unser Gott,“ was 
raised and sung through its four strophes 
with accompaulments und associations, suc 
as probably never occurredbefore, the whole 
assembly, -without book, joining as one man. 
The sun, chat had been clouded, lighted up the 
whole scene,and a sermon of great pathos and 
beauty brought this service to a close. At 
noon addresses of welcome, with a telegram 
from the Emperor, read in the open air in 
the square of Lützen by the President of the 
Province of Saxony, with a public banquet 
and a great volksfest on the battlefield, with 
speeches and hymns suitable to the occasion, 
brought the whole jubilee to a conclusion. 

It may be added these important meet- 
ings, the interestof which in Germany has 
been increased by the peculiar relations with 
Rome, show that less progress has been made 
by the latter than the partial failure of the 
Kulturkampf might indicate; also that 
religious sympathies in Germany are not 80

The dark horse on the South Side won the 
race. Tuesday’s primaries seemed to fore- 
close any hopes in that direction, and until 
the hour when the convention was called to 
order yesterday morning Congressman Ald- 


rich and his friends firmly believed that the 


ming was all settled, and that after av infor- 
nal ballot the present incumbent would again 
experience his biennial streak of luck and 
walk off with the nomination. Mr. Aldrich 
was present in Judge Anthony’s court-room, 
where the convention was held, up to the 
moment it was called to order, when he re- 
tired to one of the ante-rooms, possibly to 
meditate on the happy turn of a phrase in his 
nomination speech. Mr. Coy and Mr. Dore, 
knowing that they were out of the race, and 
not in any danger of being called upon to say 
anything, remained in the court-room, in- 
terested spectators of the proceedings. About 
all the prominent Republicans in the First 
Congressional and the Second and Third 
Senatorial Districts were on hand., and a 
noisy crowd in the corridor, who had been 
shut out from the private entrance, kept up 


a racket at the big glass doors until the most 


interesting stage in the proceedings, when 
they were let in to enjoy the denouement. 
The ante-convention interest centered in 
THE CAUCUS OF THE “UNPLEDGED” 
delegation from the Fourth Ward. Al- 
though nominally “unpledged,” the two 
Fourth-Ward Aldrich lieutenants who got 
it up—Messrs. Woodard and Higginbotham 
—calculated from the start that a sufficient 
number on the delegation would eventually 
go to Aldrich to secure his nomination. 
When the delegation went into caucus the 
heavy end proved to be anti-Aldrich. In 
making up the “unpledged” the Aldrich 
people had been compelled to put on a num- 
ber of independent citizens here and there 
to give it strength at the primary. 
Unconsciously they “loaded” it the wrong 
way. The first thing the caucus did was to 
send for Mr. Elbridge Keith and ask him if 
he would run, offering him an unanimous 
vote if he would. He absolutely declined. 
A vote was then taken on E. G. Mason, and 
eleven of the eighteen were for him. It was 
not thought that this was unanimous enough, 
however. The delegation then unanimously 
resolved to present the name of Ransom W. 
Dunham, of the Fourth Ward, the present 
very popular President of the Board of 
Trade. He was not the first choice of at 
least two of the delegation—Woodard and 
Higginbotham—and their subsequent action 
in the convention in voting for Dunham, 
changing to Keith, and then flopping back to 
Dunham when they discovered that the 
Keith moyement didn’t “catch on,” simply 
confirmed this. In the caucus, however, 
they went with the majority of the delega- 
tion, and, the opportunity to come in at the 
last with two votes and return Mr. Aldrich to 
Congress never arrived. The caucus was 
materially assisted in reaching a conclusion 
by the Coy and Dore workersin the Hyde 
Park, i and other rural delegations. 
Recognizing the apparent impossibility of 
nominating their favorits, yee eclared their 
willingness to go overina y, after the in- 
formal ballot, to any one upon whom the 
Fourth Ward might agree, except Aldrich. 
Two names were — — — of ex-Con- 
John B. Hawley and Mr. Dun- 
am. Mr. Hawley was recog- 
n as a man of the highest abil- 
ities and a most fit piece of Congressional 
timber, it was apparent that Mr. Dunham 
only could unite the two elements, and his 
name was accordingly agreed upon. Some 
intimation of what had been done naturally 
leaked out before the convention was called 
to order, but in the pending uncertainty +s 
to whether the reported combination wol!

rushed over to Mr. Woodard and heid a hur- 
ried consultation with him and Higginbotham 
in which he urged them not to vote for Dun- 
ham, whom he did not want, but, if they 
could not vote for Aldrich, at least to vote 
for any one beside Dunham. A moment 
later Mr. Woodard announced that two 
delegates from the Fourth Ward desired 
to change their votes to E. G. Keith, much to 
the horror of that gentleman, who was 
faithtul to Aldrich. his only redoubled 
the excitement. The Third-Warders, prefer- 
ring Keith to Dunham, and realizing that it 
was all up with Aldrich, gleefully hailed 
this flank movement as the next best thing.

THE DECISIVE BALLOT. 

During the hullabaloo, and while the roll 
was being verified, the doors were opened, 
the crowd poured in and joined in the noise. 
ln the midst of it all the missing delegate 
from Rich was announced to have been 
found. An Aldrich man up in front ques- 
tioned his right to vote, whereupon the dele- 
gate showed himself, produced his creden- 
tials, and again set the crowd wild by voting 
for Dunham, who now had forty votes 
without,Woodard and Higginbotham, and 
needed just one more to nominate him. 
After thinking it all over, and listening to 
the persuasive pleadings of the other Fourth 
Ward delegates, Weodard and Higginbotham 
seemed to have come to the conclusion that 
it would never do to go back on a Fourth- 
Warder in that style and expect to retain 
their residences in the Fourth Ward, and: 
they accordingly jumped back to Dunham, 
thus giving him forty-two votes and secur- 
ing his nomination by one more than he 
needed. The announcement of the vote— 
forty-two for Dunham and thirty-eight for 
Aldrich—was received with the enthusiastic 
shouts of the whole anti-Aldrich crowd, 
whose delight at the pretty turn in affairs 
was simply unbounded.

DUNHAM ACCEPTS. 


The committee returned about this time, 
bringing the nominee with them. The court- 
room again rang with applause and cheer as 
he made his appearance and proceeded to 
address the convention as follows; 

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN OF THE CON- 
VENTION: I desire to return to you my grateful 
acknowledgements for this manifestation of 
your esteem. I think I can truly say that in no 
manner have 1 been a candidate for this office: 
but I was asked by some of my friends, in case 1 
was nominated, if | would accept the position. 
1 besitated to leave my business, as | would be 
obliged to do, but at their earnest solicitation 1 
finally agreed that, if a Republican Convention 
saw fit to donor me with a nomination to repre- 
sent a district eo important as this is, I would ac- 
cept the nomination, and go to Congress and 
serve this district faithfully. [Applause and 
cheers.] Gentiemen, I have been a resident of 
this city nearly twenty-six years. I have tried 
to be, aud believe 1 have beeu, a good citizen. 
Further than thut. 1 have been a Republican 
from the day of the party's organization, and 1 
am glad I have been such, for I would not have 
been bappy but with the party that has been so 
successful in protecting and saving this land. 
Gentlemen. no turther speech is necessary from 
me at this time except to again thank you and 
say, as L said before, that 1 will do my duty. 
[Prolonged cheers.] 

After this the convention adjourned with 
three hearty cheers for the numinee, who 
held an impromptu reception back of the 
Judge’s bench, where he was congratulated 
forthe next half hour, and compelled to 
work his right arm after the manner of a 
pump-handle. 

The Aldrich men were 1 not 80 
happy as they might have been, but they 
took the matter philosophically, and ac- 
knowledged that they had been outgen- 
eraled. The anti-Aldrich folks were unani- 
mously of the opinion, and so expressed 
theinselves, that the nomination was the best 
thing that had been done for the Republican 
party in Cook County this season, ana in- 
dul in a deal of self-congratulation and 
exaited crowing, which, under the circum- 
stances, was quite pardonable. In a con- 
versation with a TRIBUNE reporter,

The first thing 
to do was to see the Fourth Ward delegation. 
Having been elected as “ unpledged,” al- 
though five of the delegates were origina! 
Aldrich men, it was put home to them that 
it would not look well to go to Aldrich. The 
delegation saw the point, and readily em- 
braced the offer which the Coy men next 
made them—to vote for and nominate a 
Fourth Warder. Mr. Woodard and Mr. 
Higginbotham suggested Mr. Keith, 
while Justice Hammer, Justice Brayton, 
and several other declared a decided prefer- 
ence for Mr. Dunham. The Coy men objected 
to Mr. Keith on the ground that he had been 
rather too active a supporter of Aldrich, but 
readily promised to go to Dunham and sta 
with him, provided the Fourth Ward would.

Proposed BReform in the Primary Sys- 
tem, 

Following if the text of the resolution pro- 
posing achange in the plan of conducting pri- 
mary elections offered at a recent meeting of 
the Fourth Ward Republican Club by Mr. E. 
O. Seymour, and referred for future action: 


Wurnzas, One of the cardinal principles of 
our republican form of government is the con- 
sent of the governed, and in view of the fact 
that our syétem of primary elections for the se- 
lection of candidates for the various oflices in 
the gift of the people bas in the main proved a 
failure, and in maay instances a farce; there- 
fore be it 

Resolved, By the Fourth Ward Republican 
Club that we earnestly ask the codperation of 
the State Central Committees of ail parties and 
such other committees and persons who may 
aid in the adoption of the following general 
pian, which has for its object the abolition of 
ward and district primaries and nominating 
conventions, substituing therefur what may be 
called a nominating election for the purpose of 
giving to each individual voter a free and vol- 
untary expression or choice by a direct vote. 

The nominating elecuon to be heid in the 
same places as the general election at least four 
weeks prior to the general election, and to be 
presided over by judges the same us the general 
elections. The choice of candidates for the va- 
rious offices to be voted for on the day of the 
general election shall be the person receiving 
the greatest number of votes—one person to be 
chosen for each office for each political party, 
as show. by the votes cast, for persons belong- 
ing to their respective purties, except in the 
choice ot candidates for judicial otlices, who 
shall not de considered party candidates, and 
must be selected by majority vote. Each per- 
son voting at the nominating election shail 
qualify by registration or certilticate, the same 
as at the general election, ho voter to be allowed 
to vote for more than one person for each office, 
or more than once. , 

At the nominating election there shall be 
chosen by majority vote one person from each 
precioct ordistrict who hall be styled nom. 
nating Judge, who shall qualify under oath, as 
may be prescribed by law, who sbali hold office 
until the day following the genera! election. 

It shail be the duty of these several judges to 
determine and provide for by ballot vote in 
convention assembied in the district for which 
they are chosen within oné week next succeed- 
ing the nominating election any and all omis- 
sions, disabilities, or tailutes to make choice at 
the nominating election by reason of a tie vote 
or otherwise. They shall also formulate and 
cause to be prioted a sufficient supply of tickets 
tor each party in proper form for use at the sev- 
eral voting-piaces on the day of general elec- 
— the expense of same to be provided for by 
aw. 


In the event of failure to make choice of a 
minating judge, by popular vote, the judges 
the nominating election shall sciect by bal- 

t yote some person within their district to 

serve as Dominating judge. The election laws 
of the State to be changed to conform to the 
foregoing, and provision made for the nevessary 
expenses of the same. 


Seipp’s Refusal to Run-—The Uneasy 
Candidates, 

Billy Selpp's card, published in Tae Trre- 
UNE a few days ago, announcing that he 
would not be a candidate for County Treas- 
urer or any office, has been followed up by 
further developments which go to show that 
he meant just what he said, and the Demo- 
cratic managers are now casting about fora 
substitute, It now transpires that a family 
meeting was held at the Seipp residence last 
Sunday, at which Mn Seipp hifnself was 
present, All the members of the family 
not only advised him not to run, 
but insisted that he must not, in 
view of business and other reasons, 
which barred him from going into politics, 

Finally, in deference to the family wishes 
and his own inclinations from the start, Mr. 
Seipp declared that he would not accept a 
nomination, and wrote a letter absolutely de- 
clining to be a candidate, and stating that he 
was obliged to go to New York to meet his 
father on the latter’s return from Europe, 
and would be gone some three weeks. This 
letter, which is understood to have been put 
in the hands of Tom Brenan, Assistant City 
Treasurer, will be presented to the Demo- 
cratic County Convention, which meets on 
the lith. Mr. Seipp has left for New York. 
will not be here when the convention meets, 
and uiay not return until after the election. 

The Democrats had an unfortunate expe- 
rience a few years ago in nominating Judge 
Tree for Congress when he was in Europe, 
and are not likely to repeat their folly by 
nominating Mr. Seipp when he is in New 
York, with a prospect of staying there until 
on or about the 7th of November. In fact, 
they appear to have made up their minds 
that Seipp is off the track for gzood—if he was 
ever on—and have already begun to look 
around for somebody else. Charley Kern 
has been called upon by a great many of his 
friends and urged to reconsider his 
re vious refusal to be a candidate. He 
ias met them all with his usual beaming 
countenance, but has given them no further 
satisfaction than to say he would “think 
about it.“ The idea prevails that Mr. Kern 
could make up his mind without very much 
difliculty if he were only sure who would be 
the nominee for Sheriff. There are candi- 
dates and candidates, some of whom 
might run well together, while others 
might not. The growing rebellion 
over the machine methods by which 
MeGarisle is to be nominated, if nomi- 
nated at all, has apparently thrown the 
candidates for the Treasurership and the 
other offices into a fit of despondency. None 
of them want to walk on the edge of a vol- 
cano in imminent danger of erup- 
tion, and if McGarigle is nominated, 
as he probably wiil be, that will be about the 
size of it. If the convention should nominate 
the Sheriff first it would probably*relieve 
several gentlemen who are nuw on anx- 
ious seat and help m to formulate a de- 
cision in very short order. McGarigle is 
still bent on bagging the nomination, al- 
though there are ugly rumors that he has 
been urged from headquarters to get out ef 
the way and avoid the threaten storm of 
wrath and indignation which will begin in 
the Fifth Ward and travel yt the Irish 
strongholds. The situation is indeed becom- 
ing interesting.

The Superintendent is a 
good chief, and the Mayor would dislike to 
lose him; and he stated to him shortly after 
returning from Europe that U would bet- 
ter for him not to ran for Sheriff. 

Mr. McGarigle says that he is in an exceed- 
ingly awkward position. He didn’t become a 
candidate of his own choice. Everything 
that has been done for him has been done by 
friends. If nominated he will certainly re- 
sign the Superintendency. He talked over 
with his friends the advisability of resigning 
before the convention met, and they advised 
him not to do so, butto let matters take their 
course. 


MURDER TRIAL. 


The Case of J. W. Vorhees, Indicted 
for the Killing of Truman Loudon, at 
Jeraeyvilie, III. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
J#RSEYVILLE, Ill., Oct. 4.—The trial of J. 

W. Vorhees, indicted for the murder of Tru- 
man Loudon on the 14th of July, 1881, com- 
menced in this city on Monday last. A. A. 
Goodrich, State’s-Attorney, is assisted in the 
prosecution by ex-Gov. John M. Palmer. The 
Hon. T. S. Chapman, brother-in-law of the 
deceased, has much of the responsibility, but 
will not actively engage in the prosecution. 
The defense is conducted by the Hon. Will- 
iam Brown, J. W. English, William M. 
Jackson, and Morris R. Locke. Two 
days were consumed—from Monday un- 
til Wednesday noon—in securing a 
jury, over 100 being excused or rejected. The 
names of the jury are as follows: Dennis 
Godfrey, Henry A. Noble, Eldridge Atchi- 
son, Joseph Cope, George Newhill, George 
West, Edward Childs, John Winger, James 
Rallenburger, John Blackmore, James 
Carnes, and Alex Carnes. Inman Loudon, 
the deceased, was a young man, connected 
with one of the wealthiest ana most influen- 
tial families in the county, was a member of 
the First Baptist Church, and a prominent 
Mason, unmarried, and lived with his mother 
on his large farm about five miles south of 
this city, Vorhees, the accused, who 
was married in July, 1880, to a niece 
of Loudon’s, wasa young man of good ad- 
dress; had held positions as clerk in the busi- 
ness-house of John C. Darby in this city, and 
had also been in business on his own ac- 
count in this eity. At the time of the mur- 
der he was in the employ of John Wiley 
here, back of whose stall the homicide 
charged was committed. Although over 
fourteen months had elapsed since the kill- 
ing of Loudon, the presecution claim that

A Suit Against the City for Furnish 


ing Bad Vaccine Matter. 


Removal of a Cloud te Title on Land 
Occupied by the Palmer House.

A Suit to Make the City Liable for Fur- 


> Dishing Bad Veceine Virus. 


A suit ofa novel character was begun in 
the Circuit Court yesterday by Wiliam F. 
Schmidt against the city of Chicago and Dr. 
Junius M. Hall, to recover $5,000 damages. 
Schmidt says that he is the father of several 
children, among whom are two girls, twins, 
who are 9 years old. In January last his 
wife, under his direction, went with the chil- 
dren to the LaSalle School to have them admit- 
ted. The Principal, however, refused to admit 


them unless they procured a certificate from 
sowe physician that they had been vaccinat- 
ed within seven years. As a 
matter of fact they had both been 
successfully vaccinated about two 
years before, and showed some very hand- 
some scars, but the physician who had per- 
formed the operation had removed from the 
State, so that his certificate could not be ob- 
tuined, Mra. Schmidt then went to the City 
Health Department to get a certificate, but 
Dr. Hall, meu in the employ of the depart- 
ment as assistant physician, refused to give 
her a certificate unless the children were 
vaccinated. She objected strongly to this, 
but rather than have the children kept out 
of school she finally succumbed, and the 
children were revaccinated. In afew days 
their arms began to swell, ugly sores 
made their appearance, and the twins 
were made sick for five months by the 
vaccination, and were compelied to stay 
out of school. Schmidt now charges 
that Hall was incompetent to discharge this 
duty properly, that he knew the virus he 
used was not pureor fresh, and that he, by his 
unskültulness, and the city, by its negligence 
in employing such a man and using impure 
vaccine virus, have made themselves liable 
for the damages he — has suffered. 
He has lost the services of his two children 
for the time they were sick, and has spent 
considerable money for medicine, ete., and 
claims he needs $5,000 to compensate him. 


Potter Palmer Wants to Remove a Cloud 
from the Title to Sume of the Land on 
Which this Hotel Stands. 

Judge Jameson yesterday heard the case of 
Potter Palmer against John Traynor and his 
wife, involving part of the land on which the 
Palmer Llouse stands. In June, 1870, Palmer 
bought of Traynor for $35,000 cash a lot 
twenty feet front on State street and about 
170 feet deep. The title was found to be per- 
feet, and a warranty deed given, and the 
mouey paid. Five years after Palmer was 
astonished to learn the land had been sold 
for non-payment of the taxesof 1800 and 1870. 
He weut to see Traynor about it, and the 
latter promised to pay the taxes, 
He, however, failed to do so, and Palmer was 
ovliged to redeem the land for 3633. He 
then sued Traynor for that amount, and re- 
covered judgment, but the Supreme Court 
reversed it of the ground that the deed did 
not contain a covenant by Traynor that the 
land was free from tax-licns. Tuis was the 
case, the deed reciting that John Traynor, 
party of the first part, for his heirs, and ex- 
ecutors, and admimistrators, doth covenant, 
etc., that he was seized of an indefeasible 
title, and that the land was free from all 
liens, taxes, ete.“ The very important word 
“himself” had been left out before 
the words “his heirs,” so that Tray- 
nor ecovenanted for his heirs and 
assigns, but not for himself. This ren- 
dered a correction of the deed necessary 
and Palmer then filed the present bill to have 
the deed amended, and ‘Traynor compelled to 
pay the back taxes. He claimed he paid 
more than the land was worth in 1870, be- 
cause he wanted it for his hotel, and had 
since erected $200,000 of improvements on it. 
He showed that by the original contract of 
sale Traynor had agreed to give a full war- 
ranty against his own acts, In nis answer, 
‘Traynor says that he is and wasa biacksmith, 
and knew all about shoeing horses. but noth- 
ing about contracts or deeds. He signed 
the contract for a deed without understand- 
ing what wasinit. But he ciaims thatat the 
consummation of the sale Palmer waived the 
contract and made a sale without reference 
two it. Palmer revorted that the title had 
been examined and was satisfactory, and 
presented to Traynor. contrary to the cus- 
tom, adeed which had been drawn up by 
Palmer's attorney, and whereupon Traynor 
and his wife siened the deed and gave 
it back to Palmer. He claimed he 
did not intend to give Palmer a 
warranty deed and the latter knew he was 
not entitled to one according to the final 
agreement. The Judge held Palmer had 
shown clearly the intention was that a full 
warranty deed was to be given and that he 
was entitied toit. A decree was therefore 
entered in his favor, Palmer waiving the 
question of taxes, as he has a suit pending to 
recover them. 


The Hyde Park Gas Company. 

In the case of Long against the Hyde Park 
Gas Company, Mrs. Elizabeth McEvens Bay- 
ard hied a petition yesterday setting out that 
she owned twenty out of the thirty bonds 
fur $1,000 each issued in 1872 by the gas com- 
pany and secured by trust deed on 
its gas-works. Default has been made 
in the payment of the October in- 
terest, and the company has allowe 
its property to be sold for taxes, and has 
been committing waste, and is likely to lose 
some Valuable contracts it has with the Town 
of Hyde Park. Mrs. Bayard is about to sue 
the company on the bonds, but as the Re- 
ceiver, O. A. Bogue, appointed by the court, 
will be a necessary party, she asks leave to 


make hima party, The necessary permis- 
sion was given by Judge Jameson.

And 
they both say that they counted those ballots 
over again and made the change on the tally- 
list and ll-book because they found the 
total of the ballots was different from what 
they supposed it was—different from the re- 
sult they had announced before. Of course 
there are some suspicious th about it. 
It seems quite suspicious that od should 
not have been able to count the ballots right 
in the first place, but their condition ac- 
counts for that. It seems that there was not 
a suber man in the whole party. They were 
utterly unfit to discharge their duty, but dis- 
charged it after their fashion, and 1 au not 
satisfied from the testimony that, in making 
the changes on the list, which it is admitted 
was done, they Were actuated by any wrong 
motive. I will therefore acquit them.“

Bo „ Mass., Oct. 4—A private cable 
dispateh reeeived here this afternoon an- 
nowneed the death yesterday of Adelaide 
Phillipps, the fameus contralto singer, at 
Carisbad Springs, Germany.

It was at 
the old Museum here in 1848 that she made 
her first appearance on the stage as a singer

Many friends were glad to ald 
the young girl in this brave undertaking, 
and @ benefit concert was arranged in her 
behalf: by the late Jonas Chickering and 
others. Jenny Lind he#elf contributed lib- 
erally, her subscription being $1,000, Five 
years later, when she- returned crowned 
with honors, Boston again enthusiastically 
received her, and has ever since looked upon

ily, the support of which fell upon her, and 
always freely bestowing praise. She went 
abroad a month or more ago in search of a 
change of climate, hoping to benefit her 
health, which has been sb seriously impaired 
for the past six months that she has not been 
able to fulfill her engagements with the Bos- 
ton Ideal opera company. Like Charlotte 
Cushman, Miss Phillipps first engaged in a 
different pursuit from thatin which she was 
destined to make her great success.

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GREAT SALT LAKE. 


Ocean Fishes in That Body of Water— 
Prot. 8. Baird, United States Fish 
Cotamissioner, on the Subject. 

A paper was read Aug. 24 before the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advancement of 
Science at its recent meeting in Montreal on 
the topography, geology, etc., of the Great 
Salt Lake Valley. In the paper it was 
** suggested that the waters of this great val- 
ley form a river and ocegn system in minia- 
ture, in which the planting of ocean wigra- 
tory fish, such as salmon, rock-fish, and 
others, would probably prove a success.“ It 
was published in Tux Trispune Sept. 2 and 
a copy was sent to the Hon. Spencer F. 
Baird, United States Fish Commissioner at 
Washington, with the request that he give 
his views ou the subject. He sent in reply 
the following very interesting letter: 


My Dear Sin: Lam much obliged to you for 
a copy of your article on the Salt Lake region; 
and in reference to the portion of it suggesting 
the cul ivation of sea-fish in the waters of tae 
lake, | beg to say that the extreme salinity of 
water will, | fear, render it gaits unprofitable to 
introduce marive forme of life with any consid- 
erabie amount of success. Of course, near the 
moutbs of the rivere or streams where there is a 
certain amount of dilution, it is not impossible 
that something may be doae; but 1 do not think 
that salmon, ebad, or any of the ordinary varic- 
ties of eatable molusca, such as oysters and 
clams, can ever be made to thrive. The very 
great limitation of the area would prevent the 
establishment of the geveral system of relation- 
ship between the lowér orders of creation and 


the bigber such as the ocean exhibits. So far as 
I know one very important element,is wanting— 


These may exist, but 
they have not been, so far as 1 know, indi- 
cated. In the sea as well as on land all animal 
life has the vegetable kingdon. as its fouada- 
tion, gertain forms devouring particular kinds 
of v tatiov, and ia their turn supplying food 
to carnivorous species. This tendency bas been 
shown to exist as positively in the sea as On the 
land. 

There are certain forms of life which seem 
fitted to resist concentrated saline soiutions, 
just ag others will endure a temperature of the 
water or on the land with impunity hat would 
be entirely detrimental to the great majority 
of the species. Thus in salt lakes we buve a 
species of shrimp—the artemia—occurring in 
enormous abuadance; the same we tind io the 
vats where sea water is evaporated for the pro- 
duction ot salt. [am under the impression that 
the same crustace is found in the evaporating 
vats of the interior salt springs. The aaimal 
has never been foundin a free state in the 
ocean, but always makes its . ulti- 
mately in highly concentrat orms of sea- 
water. a 

Another form of life which resists equally 
with the artemia a high degree of salinity is the 
larva of a fly; tne chrysalids of these are some- 
times heaped in great wind rolis along te 
shores of salt lakes.

The case of the West Park Commissioners 
for the condemnation of land south of Dougias 
Park for boulevard purooses, which has been on 
trial in the County Court for several days, came 
to a close yesterday. In other words, the evi- 
dence and arguments are all in, and the case bas 
gone to the jury. Up to a late hour in the after- 
noon the jury were wrangling over the case, and 
the understanding was that if a verdict was 
reached it would be sealed and returued today. 


The sewer passing through the north side 
of the hospital lot has been discovered to be in 
very bad condition—imperfectly constructed— 
and the Warden recommends that it be rebuilt 
before the new buildings now in course of con- 
struction art gone forward with. It does not 
affect the bospital, it appears, having no airect 
connection with the sewage, but it is recom- 
mended that it be repaired or rebuilt at this 
time because it can be done much cheaper nan 
it — be after the new buildings have been 
erected. 


The Warden of the Poor-House submitted 
his monthly report yesterday, which sbows 
that the admissions for September were 122, of 
whom fifty-nine were men, forty-seven women, 
nine boys, and seven girls. Thedischarges were 
112, the deaths twenty-one, and the births 
twelve, leaving 720 in the institution, against 508 
at the end of the previous month. Of the num-

DYSENTERY AT THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 

Mention was made in yesterday's Tarsune of 
the prevalence of dysentery in a malignant 
form at the County ‘Hospital, which had led to 
the isolation of the cases to prevent the spread 
of the disease. Last evening a reporter calied 
at the institution to ke further inquiry into 
the matter, and found that all that had been re- 


ported was true, and that the contagion bad 
spread by the admission of a patient with the 
disease in a virulentform. Three patients re 
from typhoid-fever, it was 
taken the disease and 
the physician in charge 
was not prepared to say whether they caught it 
from occupying adjaceut beds, or from using 
the same water-closets—the genera! opinion be- 
ing that it is possible for the infection to spread 
from either cause. Under these circumstances, 
and giving the infected tne benefit of the doubt, 
the exposed patients bave been removed to 
temporary quarters in the dead-house, and in 
the ward from which they were removed the 
water-ciosets are being bourly disinfected. One 
of the five now down with the disease will die, 
it is thought, but there is no fear of the malady 
spreading to any extent.

THAT POISONED BOUQUET. 
WHAT MRS. SCOVILLE HAS TO SAY ABOUT IT. 

Mrs. Frances M. Scoville, sister of the late 
Charles J. Guiteau, was interviewed yesterday 
about the alleged poisoned bouquet which was 
handed to the assasin the day before his execu- 
„tion. The lady was found at the office of her 
attorney, Mr. R. P. Blanchard, and was perfectly 
ready to talk. The reporter asked if she had 
seen the Washington telegram in the moraing 
pepers, which stated that Prof, Tilden had found 
five grains of arsenic in one of the flowers. 
Mrs. Scoville said she bad scen the report and 


was much amazed at the continued repetition 
of the story. She affirmed that she knew 
nothing of any poison being in the tlow- 
ers, and gave ber account of the presentation 
of the bouquet as follows: . 

“On Thursday, the day before brother’s 
execution, I had thought of taking him a bou- 
quet, and said soto Mrs. Ray, at whose house I 
boarded, But I forgot to get the flowers and 
started to the jaii for my last visit to Charles 
without them, Miss Chevalier, Corresponding 
Secretary of the Society for the Proteetion of 
the Insane, my brother Jobn, and little girl 
Bertha were with me in the carriage. I am 
nearly sure that there was some Ove else there, 
and almost equally sure that it was Mr. Lloyd, 
the correspondent of the New York Tribune. 
On our way to the jail I saw a ureehouse by 
the roadside and I remembered the flowers, 
and told Joho about getting them. John 
got out and went up to the greenhouse, 
where he told the florist to give him the best bou- 
quet be could for a dollar. The man brought 
out the bouquet, which was wrapped in tissue 
paper. John wanted to see what he had paid 
for. and the man took off the paper. We ail 
looked at and smeiled the flowers, and then the 
florist rewrap them. I think. it was Miss 
Chevalier who carried the bouquet from there 
to the jail. When we got there we nad to wait 
some time in the Warden's room, and the

It was still covered with the paper, and no- 
body could have touched it without us seeing, 
although there were a number passing to and 
fro. At last John handed the flowers to youn 
Crocker, the son of the Warden, and be too 
them inside. 1 am sure he did not put the 
poisonin. I wish you would put that down.” 

The reporter sugyest 
the kind had been made as to young Crocker, 
and the lady resumed: 

“The paper was unopened then and I don't 
know when the paper was taken off. Possibly 
Charley Reed took it off before be handed it to 
my brother. All | know is that when Reed came 
out he was very much aflected. He said be 
wanted to tell me how much Charley thought of 
the flowers; that it was the first time he had 
ever seen bim weep. After some further delay 
we were admitted inside. Then | found my 
brother very much excited because he bad been 
put back into his cell, and they would not let mo 
in with him. Warden Crocker stood at the door 
and a guard stood close behind me. 
Dr. Hicks was inside with my brother. 
After a good deul of talk we got Charles quieted 
and | gave up the idea of going into bis cell. 
Last winter he had refused to kiss me good- by: 
but I thought as this was the last time | would 
kiss him, and I asked him if he would kiss me. 
He said de would; that it should go down to 
history that he had kissed me through the burs 
of his cell. Then be came and kissed me wo or 
three times. We talked about mother, and 1 
said be would see her in Heaven. Ue replica 
that be did not know much of her and would be 
giad to make her acquaintance. Oh, he was 

crazy as could de. He talked 
the execudou and said he 
the President would not 
the last minute and bave him shut up for life. I 
said: ‘Why, Charies, you seem to be actual

HORRIBLE BEEF. 


WHAT A REPORTER SAW YESTERDAY AT THE 
STOCK-Y ARDS, 

„There goes some Chicago beef,“ said a man 
at the Stock- Yards yesterday morning when ten 
bead of the most sickly-looking cattie imagina- 
bie were being driven and pounded in an inbu- 
man manner by three drovers to a siaughter- 
house on Archeravenue. “I suppose,” said the 
individual, who appeared to be a visitor, that 
such stuff will be offered in someof the butch- 
ers shops for sale tomorrow, and if they saw it 
now who would buy it?” The above remarks 
are of vital importance and interest a certain 
class of Chicago's population toa greak degree. 
That such cattle shuuld be offered for coosump- 
tion is a rime for which the punishment is in- 
adequate, Of course none of the wealthier ciass 
are liable to come in contact with such food, but 
they are who buy their meats from small-fry 
butecbers who are supplied trom the Jackson 
street market. Following the drove down the 
street for a block the reporter was given a good 
opportunity to judge the coodition of the ani- 
mals. Severaiof the beasts had open running 
sores On their sides: their shanks were destitute 
of hide, and the blood that trickled down them 
formed a feast fora multitude of insects. On 
reaching the corner of Fortieth and Halsted 
streets one of the beasts was so exhausted t 
itrefused to go any farther, despite the in- 
buman blows that were rained upon its back. 
An individual who bad a pole with a big spear in 
one end handed it to the drover. and with it be 
stabbed the poor beast several times in the bead 
and sides, and on one occasion went so far as to 
try and gouge out its eyes. He was prevented 
from doing this, however, by several humane 
persons who were onlookers and who threat- 
ened to have bim arrest d if he did not desist in 
his cruel practices. Finally a cart was procured 
and the beast was hauled to the siaugbter- 
heuse. The others of the herd were so fam- 
ished for both water and food t they 
gored each other frightfully in the sides 
mm endeavoring to quench their thirst 
from water in a pend which was 
— from the wallowings of innumerable 

ozs who cooled their akins in it ou their way to 
the slaugbter-house. However, the poor beasts 
upparentiy looked upon the fluid as a luxury, 
and drank it eagerly until driven away by the 
drovers to the siaughter-houses, and today they 
will adorn some butcher's stall as first-class 
beef.. Pursuing bis investigations, the reporter 
entered the Stock-Yards to see whether there 
were any more of the same class of animals 
contained therein. Strange to say, there was no 
difficulty in finding many of the same kind. The 
individuals who deal in such stock are scalpers, 
and the term is aptiy applied. Fludmg a com- 
mission man who is conversant with the 
operations of he 
asked to give a few points 
to the tradein such animals. Well,” said the 
commission man, “they are what are called dis- 
tillery cattle—that is, they are purchased here 
at the Stock-Yards for a small sum and sbip 
to a country distillery, where they are ewelied 
up OD Swill, ete., after which they are reshipped 
to this market, and from appearances are fat 
cattle; but they never deceive a man in the 
business.“ 

“Is there always a good market for such 
goods? queried the reporter. 

„Well, yes: but the trade is confined to small 
butchers on Jackson street, who dress them up 
in first-class shape and derive a good profit.“ 

“ What is the market price for such animals?” 

“Well, you can buy all you want for 3% cents 
per pound.“ 

Aud the beef is sold at 10 and 11 cents?” 

“I believe that is what they receive for it.” 

On Jackson street are sundry weat-warkets 
which supply butchers whose capital is insuf- 
ficient to engage in — my eir own beef. 
The Jackson street butchers have agents who, 
being unable to cope with first-class Duyers at 
the Stock- Yards, purchase all cattie that are re- 
jected. The condition of the cattle is not so 
muen thought of. They are purchased for a 
mere notbing. and if they are able to walk to 
the siaughter-houses there is an immense profit 
in them. When they are unable to walk a dray 
is procured and they are carted there, but the 
profit is not so much, as it costs §2 for 
Cartage. Very few butchers who have 
u respectable trade care to patronize 
the Jackson street market, and those who 
cater to tho trade of the indigent are compelied 
to go where the carcass is the pest. How- 
ever, if they could have a look at the business 
at the Stock- Yards that will be offered for beef 
today it is ible that they would swear off 
eating beef for some time, if not forever.

For the entire 
distance from Albany to Buffalo it runs contig- 
uous to the New York Central, passing through 
the same towns and citids and drawing its local 
traffic from identical territory. But the New 
York Central is a first-class four-track road, eu- 
tirely competent to attend to ail the local busi- 
ness it can get. Its bonded indebtedness is 
$43,500 per mile, while that of the new road,when 
completed as proposed, will be $117,660 per 
mil. The very reliable Railroad Gatte is my 
authority for these figures.

A FINE SHOWING 


Made by the Kansas Land Department 
of the Union Pacific Railway at the 

St. Louls Fair—Kansas Beyond Doubt 

in the Lead tor Agricultural Products. 

Special Correspondence af The Chicago Tribuna, 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Oct. 3.—The attendance at 
the fair was by far the largest in the history 
of the association. The hotels are crowded 
to their utmost capacity, from three to ten 
persons being crowded into every bedroom, 
while the halls and pärlors are filled with 
cots closely packed together. The exhibits 
in the different departments at the fair- 
grounds are fine, but the one which attracts 
the undivided attentiou of the visitors is that 
of the Kansas Land Department of the Union 
Pacific Railway. 

Their display occupies about sixty feet 
space on the northern side of the central 
aisle, and is one of unquestioned merit and 
decorated in superb style. It consists of the 
main part of their exhibit which wow the 
blue ribbon at the Minneapolis Fair, with 
some valuable additions. The display, as 
presented to me, consists of samples of the 
various grains, grasses, vegetables, wood, 
coal, stone, and fruits indigenous to the 
State of Kansas, and all arrayed in 
the highest artistic taste, and in about 
the following order as to number: 
forty different varieties of wheat, thirty of 
oats, sixty-five different kinds of native Kan- 
sas grasses, a fine display of different varie- 
ties of rye, barley, sorghum, broom-corn, ete. 
The fruit and vegetable exhibit is one of the 
largest and finest I have ever seen, embracin 
forty-five different kinds of apples, thirty o 
— fiiieen of onions, and a large num- 

r of varieties of grapes, pears, peaches, and 
quinces, all of the finest quality imaginable. 
indeed the fact is getting to be well known 
that whenever Kansas puts herself forward to 
make a display of her agricultural products 
she is always ahead of anything shown, and 
sure to carry away the firstpremium. How it 
will be here as to the premium I cannot say, 
but she has certainly made the finest showing 
of agricultural products that St. Louis ever 
saw, and one deserving of the first prize. 
The display is arranged and decorated in a 
very artistic manner, and in a way that does 
‘reat credit to the Land Department of the 

ansas Division of the Union Pacitic Rail- 
way. Ateachend of the display is a large 
vase wade entirely of differeat varie- 
ties of grain, and containing a bou- 
quet of Kansas grasses reaching to 
the ceiling, eighteen or twenty feet 
in hight, In front, in the centre, are two 
obelisks, each eighteen feet high, one being 
made entirely of the fruits of Kansas, and 
the other of grain. The latter is covered 
in heiroglyphics if wmiilet in the ex- 
act imitation of Cleopatra’s needle. In 
the centre of the display in the background 
are two large signs, each thirty feet long, 
com poséedjentirely of grasses and grain, in the 
revived old English style of illuminated 
letters, reading “Union Pacific Railway; 
Kansas Products.“ The background shows 
numerous designs in grain, Stars, 
crescents, etc. 

Not being able to secure enough space in 
the agricultural hall to show all the samples, 
Mr. Gilmore has erected in the rear a large 
yo called the Kansas Annex, in which are 
displayed in addition to those already enum- 
erated specimens of wool and vegetables. 
Wheat is shown which yielded sixty-one 
bushels per acre, and grown on upland soil 
at that; corn in the stalk, eighteen feet hign, 
and sorgnum and broum-corn equally tall. 
An interesting feature of the display is some 
sacks of flour from the Ellis Mills, Ellis, 
Kas., which are located 320 miles west 
of Kansas City, and in what was 
formerly known as the “Great American 
Desert.” In the display I noticed the fol- 
lowing card, an extract from the report of 
the State Board of Agriculture of nsas: 
“Corn ¢rop of 1852, 200,000,000 bushels: wheat 
crop, 35,000,000 * all of which shows 
Kansas is rapidly ing the lead in - 
culture as well as stock-raising.

Boston, Oct. 4.—The celebrated divorce 
case of Pond vs. Pond came up in court 
again today, when counsel for Isabel Stone 
Pond, the respondent, filed a motion to con- 
tinue the case until the next term, and sub- 
mitted in support thereof an affidavit from 
his client.

We ean see nothing in the present position of 
the Union which differs essentially from that of 
1870 or 1872. The population is, doubtless. larger, 
but then so are the operations of the railroad- 
builders, of the capital-consumers in all direc- 
tions. There is much more money sunk id land. 
in mines, in magufactures, in stocks and herds, 
every year now than was the case ten or eleven 
years ago, quite as much more in proportion as 
the population is greater. Aud most of this new 
capital. moreover, is borrowed capital—Englisb 
and other—so that the mortgaging of American 
material resources proceeds apace in many 
directions besides railway building. and after 
a fashion which goes far to prove Mr. 
Batchelors pleasant sketch of United 
States savings to be a mere illusion of tne 
brain. Every year the obligations of the Union 
to foreign crediturs deepen, and when every al- 
lowance is made for the wonderful development 
of the country and its magniticent resources the 
leur must be expressed that this progress by 
way of universal mortgage must end in a toler- 
abiy general bankruptcy. Mr. Batcbelor is full 
of centidence in the agricultural resources of 
America. They are incalculable; and yet ex- 
perience teaches us that even ey also are p re- 
carious. No kind of prosperity can possibly be 
more so. Such a conjuncnon as a splendid 
harvest in Europe and a bad one in America 1s 
not impossible. This very season we have such 
crops in the greater part of Europe as must re- 
éuce if not destroy the greater purt of the ben- 
efit which the American farmer is hoping to 
draw trum the five harvest there. 

Although enjoying a strong position, the 
United States have no monopoly of supply. On 
the contrary, they are every year subjected to 
keener competition as ocean transport cheapens 
and improves, and they must submit always to 
the chances of the seasons—chances whico bit 
them with all the greater severity that they 
have no trade worth mentioning except a trude 
inthe raw produce of the soil. A country, in 
short, which depends on its harvests for its 
prosperity, as the American Union does, must 
Submit to greater ups and downs than couutries 
whose business is miscellaneous and spread over 
wider markets. For the last few years the States

FINANCIAL, 


The local money market was rather quiet, with 
no new features, There was a moderate demand 
for loans, and rates were steady at 6@8 per cent, 
the most usual rate being 7 per cent. Tu coun- 
try orders for currency were only moderate in 
amount and generally for rather small sums. 

Eastern exchange was steady at former rates 
at a discount of be per $1,000. Rathor large 
quantities changed bands between banks at both 
figures. 

The clearings of the Chicago banks aggregat- 
ed $9,100,000, ugainst $10,200,000 the previous 
day. Deliveries of produce are now made with 
lesa checking than tormerly, the differences 
only being paid in many cases. 

Sterling «Xchange was dull but steadier. 
Posted rates yesterday were 481@485, with act- 
ual rates % less. Documentary was quoted at 
47844@479. Continental bills were unchanged as 
follows: Bankers’ francs, 519%@520; document- 
ary bills, 527 : bankers’ marks, 944@95\c; doc- 
umentary marks, Mae The supply of bills 
was moderate. 

The New York stock market opened steadier, 
though not free from a feverish tone. Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy and Lilinois Central stiff- 
ened a little, and Michigan Central advanced 1, 
but fell back 14%. Louisville & Nashville ad- 
vanced . and fell back, while Union Pacific was 
easier, and the balance of the list were 
mostly steady. At II o'clock there was ap up- 
turn, ied by Michigan Central, Louisville & 
Nasbvilie, and Nashville & Chattanooga. In the 
afternoon the tone weakened, the principal 
movement being in Missouri Pacific, New Jer- 
sey Central, Denver & Rio Grande, and Louis- 
ville & Nashville. The closing tone was firm 
und steadier. Louisville & Nashville was the 
chief point of interest. It started out strong, 
but weakened when it was reported that the an- 
nual meeting of Directors at Louisville had 
voted to increase the stock 12,000,000, maxing it 
30,000,000. The price dropped 3, and this influ- 
enced a smaller decline in Wabash, Texas Pa- 
cific, and Denver. Most of the Granger stocks 
were easier, but closed strong. 

Missouri closed with large buying orders un- 
filled. The quick decline in Canada Southern 
wns caused by a forced sale of 3,500 shares. 
Strong parties were buying, Louisville & Nash- 
ville. Large offerings of cOmmereiai and bank- 
ers’ bilis badiy weakened foreign exchange in 
New York; sixty-day bills could be bought at 
480, and sigut exchange at 485. 

London and Amsterdam orders took a good 
many shares of stock yesterday, ali along the 
line; and more are expected today. A great 
many shorts were covered in Union Pacific, 

The bonded debt of the Texas Pacific is re- 
ported as $41,000,000; the gross earnings under 
$4,000,000; and net earnings less than $600,000. 

Keenan says that the adjustment of reiations 
between the Union Pacific and Central Pacific 
was on a basis most favorable to the latter com- 
pany. The fair rate for money up to 2 o'clock 
was 8 to 9. After 2 it fell to 6, and a few loans 
were made as low as 5. A foreign bouse reports 
$5,000,000 called bonds shipped from Europe for 
redemption. They will be presented within ten 
days. In case of further stringency in the mar- 
ket much is expected from the Treasury. A 
large house which bas been active in the money 
market of late says the stringency is over, and a 
steady 6 to 8 per cent rate may be expected un- 
tii January. H. B. Claflin is quoted as suying 
money on commercial paper would be eamer in 
a tewdays. Considerable Louisville & Nashville 
stock is said tu have been rejected as loan col- 
lateral within this week.

The 
longer futures showed little change. Rejected 
again sold up to within e of the price of No. 
2. and high mixed commanded a big premium, 
being wanted tor shipment to New Engiand 
manufactories. London reported a decline of 
3d per quarter on cargoes to arrive, but the 
British markets were otherwise firm and our 
receipts were very small, being only 120 car- 
loads, with one boat-lond by canal. But 
the weather was fine, and the continuance 
of atmospheric dryness was favorable to a 
very early marketing of new corn.

EDUCATION. 


Report of the Commissioner for 
1880—Varied Institutions of 
Learning. 


Large Increase in Attendance 
Since Last Report—Colleges 
for Women. 


Schools in the South—Benefactions, and 
How Distributed—Education in the 
Army and Among the Indians. 


Wasninaron. D. C., Oct. 2.—The report of 
the Commissioner of Education for 1880, just 
issued, in addition to the account of educa- 
tional affairs for the year, furnishes valuable 
figures for a comparison with the first year 
of the p decade. The work of the 
office has i considerably, as shown 
by the fact that while in 1871 there were but 
2,001 educational institutions and systems in 
correspondence with it, in 1880 there were 
8,231 such. From the statistics reported it 
appears that in 1871 twenty-nine States re- 
ported a school population of 9,632,969, while 
in 1880 the thirty-eight States and eight Ter- 
vitories reported a total of 15,536,280, The 
number enrolied in the public schools, 
twenty-eight States only reporting for 1871, 
was 6,393,085, while for 1880 it was 9,781,521, 
all the States and Territories reporting this 
item. Twenty-five States reported the num- 
ber in daily attendance in 1871 as 3,661,739, 
while in 1880 thirty-four States and eight 
Territories reported it as 5,805,342. In twen- 
ty-six States the total number of teachers 
was given as 180,635 in 1871, and in all the 
States and Territories as 282,644 in 1880. 
divided in the former case into 66,49 men 
and 108,743 women, and in the latter into 
116,012 men and 157,657 women; only twenty- 
four States reporting the teachers separately 
in the first year and thirty-five States and 
eight Territories in the latter.

THEOLOGICAL, LAW, AND MEDICAL SCHOOLS. 


Ninety-four schools of theology were reported 
in 1871, with 369 teachers and 3,24 students. They 
increased during the decade to 142, with 633 in- 
structors and 5,242 students tralued in the tenets 
of twenty denominations, three of the schools 
being unsectarian. The number of volumes in 
libraries was 726,143, and value of grounds and 
buildings $6,221,607, while the income from pro- 
ductive funds was $576,897. 

In law the numberof schools was thirty in 
1871, with 1289 instructors and 1,722 students: in 
1280 the number was forty-eight. with 229 in- 
structors and 3,134 students. 88.712 volumes in 
libraries, $9,000 in grounds and buildings, and 
an income of $168.48. The Commissioner says 
that a good feature in this branchof instruction 
is that those preparimg for this profession are 
resorting to law- schools in preference to study- 
ing in attorneys’ offices. as less opportunity is af- 
forded for desultory reading, and regular habits 
of study are required. 

Schools of medicive bave ircreased during 
the decade from W. with 750 instructors and 
7.045 students, to 120, with 1,660 instructors and 
14,006 students, 66,140 volumes in their libraries, 
a value of $2,611,570 in grounds, etc., and an in- 
come of $657,862. e number of regular 
schools in 1871 was 57; in 1880 it was 72; of ecilec- 
tic, in 1871, 4: in 1880, 6; homeopathic, in 1871. 6: 
in 1880, 12: of dental, in 1871, 9: in 1880, 16; of 
pharmaceutical, in i871, 16; in 1880, 14. 

SPECIAL SCHOOLS AND SUBJECTS, 

There are no figures avallable for comparisons 
im the case of the rest of the institutions re- 
ported on by the Commissioner; but a brief re- 
view of the present condition und of certain 
other facts may prove not uninteresting to your 
readers. whole number of degrees con- 
ferred in all institutions in the country entitied 
to confer them was 10,114 in course, or for work 
done, and 872 bon orary. The Commissioner calls 
attention to wbat be has said in 228 ro- 
ports in respect to the sale of medical diplomas 
in this country, and gives an interesti 
of the proceedings institutcd against Jono 
Buchanan, T. B. Miller, and others who have 
been engaged in that illicit business.

THE BASIS FOR A TARIFF. 


Mr. J. 8. Moore’s Pian for Practical 
Retorm-—The Tariff! Commission in 
New VYork—Auswering the Assertions 
of the Protectionists—Mr. Meore’s 
Idea of the Tariff as It Should Be. 
Six of the Tariff Commissioners, Messrs, Gar- 

land, Oliver, Ambier, Porter, Underwood, and 

McMahon, belda session at lla. m. yesterday 

in one of the pariors of the Windsor Hotel. Mr. 

J. S. Moore, better knewn as The Parsee Mer- 

chant,” read from printed slipsatarif reform 

argument. After reviewing the bistory of tariff 
legisiation down to 1845, he quoted six distinct 
principles laid dowu by Robert J. Walker, when 

Secretary of the Treasury, as follows: 
First—Tbat no more, money should be collect- 

edtbanis necessary for the wants ot the Gev- 

ernment economically administered. 

second—That he duty be imposed on any arti- 
cle above the lowest rate which will yield the 
lar amount of revenue. 

Third—That, below such a rate, discrimina- 
tion may be made, descending in the scale of 
duties; or, for imperative reasons, the articles 
may be placed en the list of those free from all 

uties. 

Fourth—That the maximum revenue duty 
should be imposed oa luxuries. 

Fifth—That all minimum and ail specific du- 
ties should be abolished, and ad valorem duties 
substituted in their place, care being taken to 
guard against fraudulent invoices aud under- 
valuation, and to assess the duty upon the 
actual market value. 

Sixth— Tust the duty should be so imposed as 
to operate as equally as possible throughout the 
Usion, discriminating neither for nor against 
any classorsecuon. . 

Commeating on thése points one by one, Mr. 
Moore said that the economic principle con- 
tained in the first was the greatest sateguard 
against excessive taxation, and was the very es- 
sence of the much-abused sentence,“ A tariff 
for revenue ouly.” As to the fifth point, he 
claimed it to bé an economictruth that the ad 
valorem system was the only equitable rule for 
assessing duties on foreign articles. The outcry 
of undervalustion was simply a trick to biiod 
the people. The enormities of which the pres- 
ent tariff! was full existed simply because they 
were hidden under the convenient deception of 
svecifie duties and (in many instances) of com- 
pound duties. The sixth point meant, be said, 
that plate-giass should not be recognized in in- 
diana, potteryware in New Jersey, spooi- thread 
in Pawtucket, sugar in Louisiana, or steel-rails 
in Pennsylvania. It bad been Mr. Walker's 
melancholy lot to see his great system ruthiesly 
torn down, and his feelings might be expressed 
by the famous speech of Bailly, who. when 

ntenced to be guillotined, said to his 

édges: “I lose my bead because the 
people have lost theirs. You will 
lose yours when the people find 
theirs again.”’ He (Mr. Moore) believed that the 
time was fast approaching when the chief polit- 
ical issue would be protection pure and sim- 
ple—not against free trade, but against the 

Walker tariff system of 1846. If it had no other 

results, it would at least prevent tariff tricksters 

playing fast and loose with the greatest eco- 
nomic question of the age. 

Coming down to the Morrill tariff of 1861, he 
said that, as the high tariff of 1812 was the off- 
spring of war, se this still uicher tariff had its 
inception while a feartul civil war was prepar- 
ing. There was little left at present of the Mor- 
rill tariff. It had been speedily augmented by a 
rise in rates in August and December, 1861. 
Several teri® acts bad been passed during the 
War. Io fact,a perfect tariff saturnalia had 
been the order df the day. It continued until 
after the War. No less than twelve tariff acts 
had been passed between 1866 and 1870, nearly 
ali in the interest of protection and complica- 
tion. The present Tarif law was before the 
commisajon. And the very fact of the ap- 
pointment of trae commission was the best 
proof that the tarif®? bad become an op- 
pression and a ecandal. In the revision 
and simplification of the present tariff, the great 
question was: Should it be made io the interest 
of protection? The protectionists ciaimed that 
it should be; first, because the industries of this 
couctry are still in their inf aby; second, be- 
cause the home industries Cannot compete with 
the pauper labor of Europe; and third, because 
home protection gives employment to labor and 
gives prosperity to the country. Mr. Moore 
proceeded to combat these three points. As to 
“infant industries,” 
something so shamefully ridiculous ia this claim 
of “iofancy” for home industry that produced 
between $5,000,000,000 and $6,000,000,000 of man- 
ufactured products annually wat it made ove 
Tel astonished at the daring of the assertion. 
Was the woolen industry an “infant,” when it 
produced in 188 $265,000,000 worth of manu- 
factured products? Was the iron and steel in- 
dustry an “infant,” when ite manufactured 
product amousted in 1880 to $296,000,0007 
the cotton industry an “infant,” when it used 
nearly 2,000,000 Dales of raw cotton’ Was the 
chemical industry an“ infagt.” whea it vauated 
a production uf some $100,008), 00 annually? With 
the single exception of Engiand, there was 
no country in de world that produced manu- 
factured goods so largely as the United States. 
How could this country, with ite populauon of 
52,000,000—unquestionably tue most enlightened 
people in the worid—with superior mechanical 
genius, and with machinery surpassing any used 
in Europe, make a piea of “infancy” for its in- 
dustry ? Whatever other reason there might be 
for upbolding protection it surely could not 
be “infancy.” As to the second plea 
for protection — the igability to compete 
with the pauper wages of Europe—it re- 
quired a more serious consideration. He ad- 
mitted that a8 a rule American wages were 
higher than European wages. But the modern 
inventors of iabor-saving machinery had 
neutralized the great bugbear of pauper labor. 
Intelligence, means, and the best machinery 
might welllaugh at the pauper wages abroad. 
By the aid of skill and the empioyment of 
labor-saving machinery, such asthe thrashing- 
machine, two men in Illinois could do the work 
of perhaps a hundred men who still employed 
the traditional flail of 4,000 years ago. 
Another example of the fallacy that 
pauper w could beat or even 
compete with aristocratic wane, pould be 
found in the industry of England. price of 
wages paid in,Englana was nearly, if not 
wholly, double that paid on the Continent. 
Engiand had tree trade, 
such articles as she 
produce. Aud England not only existed, but, 
compared with the Continent, flourished. Her 
people were scacially better off, better fed, and 
better houged than those of the Continent. Her 
industries had increased and her commerce was 
spread over tbe entire worid. If the American 
manufacturer bad free raw material, free dye- 
stulfa, free machinery—in other words, if put 
on an equal footing with Engtish manufactur- 
ere—the higher wages of the United States 
would not be a formidable drawback. The cry 
of high labor was a convenient pretext, but it 
Was not the real reason why American maau- 
factures could not cumpete with foreign prod- 
ucts. As to the claim that home protection 
gave employment to labor and gives prosperity 
to the country, he recalled the panic of 1873, 
when protection — 1 — potency; when the 
country was overruno'with tramps; when sturdy 
workingmen went begging from door to door: 
when several vessels cleared American ports 
for Australia with emigrauts, not, as formerly, 
to seek gold, but to work for a living. With 
what grace of truth could protection be cited 
us giving steady employment to labor when this 
history (from 1873 to 1879) was still tresn ? High 
protection was unable to stem industrial dis- 
tress during these six years, and therefore tne 
assertion protection was a preventive of 
industrial distress was a faliacy and a sham. 

The practical question now was, What do 
tariff reformers reaily want to see accom- 
plished? The answer was: First, a reduction of 
tariff taxes; sécond, tariff simplification. Either 
a tariff tax enhanced the prices of bome manu- 
factures or it didnot. If it did, some of tne 
monstrous duties that disgrace our economic 
system oughito be reduced. If it did not, then 
there was no reason for retaining these excesses 
on the statute-book. It would be perfect foily, 
however, to denn that the consumer was heavi- 
ly taxed on the articie made at home through 
the means of the tariff. It was an uodue as- 
sumption of arbitrary power to continue “ war 
taxes after seventeen years of peace. And 
was it not an Oppression to find two of the most 
important necessaries of life—sugar and wooien 
clotbing—paying a still higber tax than they 
paid during the War? What possible justifica- 
tion could there be for paying 25 per cent more 
than a wur tak on sugar? He mitted, how- 
ever, that while demanding a reduction of du- 
ties it would be unwise to step from one extreme 
to the other. What was far more important 
than large or small reductions of the present 
duties was *simplificacoa. been 
suggested t specific 
be based upon average value of goods abroad 
for the past three years.

What Are the Tides? 

Sir W. Thompson io a recent address found 
some difficulty in explaining tbe tides, which be 
detined as the wouous of water on the earth 
due to thie attraction of sun and moon, There 
were places where lunar tides vanished altogeth- 
er, ang were there was only a rise and fall once 
in the solar day, or twice in tme solar day. 
There were places where the water rose and 
feil according to the sun, and not according to 
the moon; but such fluctuauons were modified 
by local causes. lu the theory of tides proper, 
there was also a solar annual tide, and again, a 
bolar semi-annual tide. The first rough view of 
the theory of the tide-geueratiug foree was that 
the moon attracted the waters of the earth to- 
wards herself, and heaped them up ou tuts side 
of the earth. Tuat wag not so; it would be go if 
the earth and the moon were st 
ends of a strong bar and put at Test in space, 
but there was no such rigid bar. 

Why did not the moon fall toward the earth?

According te Newton's theory, the moon is al- 


ways doing so. Newton compared the fall of 
the moon with the fall of a stone at the earth’s 
surface. Way didit not come down? Could it 
be always faili and never come down? Tha 
seemed imppssible. It was always falling, bu 
ithada modon perpendicular to the direction 
in which it was falling, and the result of con- 
tinual falling was simply a change of direction 
of its motion. That was — | the dynamical 
theory of centrifugal, force. I a stone were 
thrown borizontaily it descended in a paraboia, 
the stone falling away from tue line lu which it 
was thrown; so it was with the moon. It was 
seen aiwaysto be falling from the present di- 
rection and from the further aitered line; and 
soit might be always falling and never coming 
down. The parts of the moon nearest to the 
earth were failing most rapidiy, the parts fur- 
ther from tbe earth least rapidly. Each pre- 
served a constant distance, or very nearly a con- 
stant distauce, from the common centre of | 
gravity of the two. The earth ¢xperienced ac- 
bey to its mass a force depending on the av- 
erage distance. The result clearly was, then, a 
tendecy towurd the moon and from the moon, 
and thus, in a necessarily imperfect manner, he 
had expiained how it was that the waters were 
net heaped upon the side next the moon, but 
were drawn up toward the moon, and fell away 
from the moon, se asto tead to form an oval 
figure,
